The binary number for decimal 17 is 
10001. Here’s how it’s found. Decimal 
17 equals 16 + 1. But 16 equals 2‘ and 
1 equals 2‘. We can write our sum as 
follows: 

1x2 * + 0x2 s + 0x2‘ + 0i2‘ + Ii2\ 
Then we take the 1 in 1x2’, the 0 in 
0x2’, etc., to form our binary number 
10001. (We can do the same thing with 
decimal numbers, using powers of 10 
instead of powers of 2.) Thus 2406 can 
be written 2x10' -f 4x10' + 0x10' -j- 
6x10“. (Since any number with a zero 
exponent equals 1, 6x10* equals 6.) 
Although binary numbers are used in 
computers, they are mathematically in¬ 
dependent of them. The binary equiv¬

C 


_ rriES build and rebuild continuously and their form fol¬ 
lows from the decisions of millions of different human beings. 
This would seem to make for pleasing variety, but does it? 

Unhappily, the answer is “no!” Instead of interesting 
variation, we have either an aimless hodgepodge, such as 
our strip commercial borders along main thoroughfares; or- 
we have the deadly sameness of suburban mass housing; 
or we have the senseless, and often sacrilegious, refacing 
or replacing of buildings in the center of the city. We 
have created ugliness, not beauty. Civic beauty comes 
only with conscious effort—through a unified design that 
includes beauty as an objective. 

With the same effort and the same money that now goes 
into the production of urban ugliness, we could—if we would 
—produce urban beauty. We can do it by using and sup¬ 
porting city planning. 

City planning in the Western Hemisphere started some 
65 years ago as a movement to produce the "city beautiful." 
But the drive for the “city beautiful" gave way in the ‘20's 
to a drive for the "city efficient.” And this, in turn, was 
replaced in the '30's with the movement to improve the city 
ns a social institution. Then, after World War II, civic lead¬ 
ers saw the city primarily as an economic institution, and 
plans for balanced and diversified economic development 
became of first importance. 

The changes of emphasis—from beauty, to efficiency, to 
social welfare, to economic development—were never sud¬ 
den. Signs of change appeared early, but we became fully 
aware of the new direction only after the new look became 
dominant Now, however, the signs of a return to an em¬ 
phasis on civic beauty become more evident each day. 

The most important omen is that the courts have begun 
to recognize beauty as a legitimate goal of government ef¬ 
forts. The United States Supreme Court, upholding the 
action of the redevelopment authority of the city of Wash¬ 
ington in Berman vs. Parker, said; “The concept of the 
public welfare is broad and inclusive, the values it represents 
are spiritual as well as physical, aesthetic as well as mone¬ 
tary. It is within the power of the legislature to determine 
that the community should be beautiful as well as healthy, 
spacious as well as clean, well-balanced as well as care¬ 
fully patrolled. . . .” 

The United States Congress took a revolutionary step 
in favor of preserving aesthetic values when it recently 
authorized bonus payments to any state that would control 
billboards along the interstate highway system. Every 
month another general magazine publishes an article or 
editorial decrying the urban horrors we are building. And 
in private architectural design itself, we see more and more 
the search for beauty. 

Men and women who make the plans for cities are 
specially trained technologists, members of a profession. 
Yet city planning, itself, is an expression of the people, of 
the lay citizens of each city. In most cases, the planning 
has actually been initiated by civic groups and is frequently 
financed by them. It is as a result of citizen pressure, also, 
that we have reoriented our city planning goals from time 
to time. As a rule, when we change emphasis in our plan¬ 
ning efforts, we do not forget completely the earlier emphasis. 


There was one exception. In the ’30’s, when we changed 
from trying to make our cities beautiful to trying to make 
them efficient, we forgot beauty completely. This was the 
result of violent citizen reaction against early planners— 
men who offered grandiose civic improvement schemes, but 
who refused to bother with such crass matters as money, 
practical politics, or property laws. 

Now, city planning has come a full turn and we are back 
to beauty. But this time we shall keep all we have learned 
before. We can have good police and fire protection, good 
water supply, good streets—and a beautiful city. We can 
plan good schools, good housing, the end of slums—and 
beautiful schools and housing developments. We can have 
factories and shopping centers that are beautiful as well as 
profitable. But we have to remember that we can have all 
this, and beauty, too, only if "we” means the business and 
civic leaders of the community. Planning in a democracy 
is not handed down from above. It must come from the 
people, or it just doesn't come. 

There is a growing awareness among the people that 
cities do not have to be ugly. Many of us have seen the 
beauty of European cities or parts of some of our own 
cities, such a» Washington and Ottawa. We know that 
cities can be quite beautiful 

We also realize that beauty has financial advantages. 
It must pay off: or hard-bitten manufacturers wouldn't hire 
the best architects for their new buildings and wouldn't 
spread lawns and violets in front of the factories. It must 
pay off: or hard-boiled retailers would not commission 
statues and fountains for the middle of shopping centers. 
It must pay off: or hard-headed builders wouldn’t strive 
to design charm and beauty into their subdivisions. 

But more important than what we have seen in Europe, 
or what financial boost we might get from civic beauty is 
what lies ahead. In the next 42 years, between now and 
the year 2000, the United States must provide cities for 100 
million more people. This will almost double the present 
urban population. In Canada, the prospect is even more 
difficult because that nation’s urban population will more 
than double in the same period. 

In spite of the enlightenment of some manufacturers, 
busi n essmen, and developers, it takes no trained aesthete to 
know that development since World War II has produced 
square mile after square mile of ugliness, desecrated land, 
and despoiled landscape. This is not democracy; this is 
anarchy! 

But seing ugliness and doing something to correct and 
avoid it are two different matters. In the smallest village 
and in the largest metropolis, we must take deliberate steps 
, toward orderliness and beauty, toward appropriate develop¬ 
ment of the urban area as a whole, toward intelligent civic 
planning. Unless we stop this spawning of horrific country¬ 
side, we shall produce a sickness in our land, in our cities, 
and eventually in our people—a sick n ess that may be impos¬ 
sible to cure. We are only beginning to understand the 
psychological effects of urban congestion, blight, and 
ugliness. What we do understand makes it urgent to correct 
our development policies before it is too late—if, indeed, 
it may not already be too late in many cities. the end

" Thy were you put in jail?” 

For a moment my question seemed 
to hang in the center of the room 
while Ralph, the boy sitting across 
the desk from me, nervously fin¬ 
gered his metal watchband. He let 
it snap back against his wrist before 
answering. 

“Burglary .. . you know . .. steal¬ 
ing, I guess. ... We took it from this 
woman’s house . . . the money, I 
mean . . . out of a jar . . . for a week 
things were OK. . . . then my mother 
called me ... a man at the door 
wanted to talk to me ... he asked 
me about it . . . said I had to come 
down to the station . . . him and 
some other cops kept asking me . . . 
I guess I told 'em then . . . and the 
judge . .. told him too. .. they didn’t 
take long about it ... he said War¬ 
wick for a year . . . you know . . . 
jail . . . training school they call it, I 
guess." 

The fingers moved from the watch- 


band, signaling that his story w: 
over. 

This conversation was held in 
quiet business office in Staten Islan 
New York. The speaker, who w 
once a convict, is now an ordina 
young man working in a factoi 
hoping that some day soon he’ll g 
a chance to become a truck driv- 
Once released from prison, he mig 
easily have returned to crime, as 
so many ex-convicts. He did n 
And one reason he did not is b 
cause of a group that is in the c 
rectory of health and welfare ser 
ices on Staten Island under “Pi 
tective and Correctional Care." T 
listing reads as follows: 

Kiwanis Club of Richmond Coin 
Committee on Juvenile Delinque i 
Offers to boys and girls with c 
linquency records rehabilitati 
service consisting of combined wc 
placement and religious counselli 
. . . Accepts referrals from pul 
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and voluntary agencies, clergymen, 
and others. 

Recently I spent a week on Staten 
Island trying to find out what makes 
this committee different from others 
throughout the nation concerned 
with the growing problem of juve¬ 
nile crime. I talked to policemen, 
probation and pft-ole officers, the 
district attorney, a smattering of 
Staten Island citizens, clergymen, 
and youngsters who not long ago 
were called “cheap punks." 

One of the last explained it very 
simply: 

“They worry about guys like us 
. . . guys who got in bad with the 
cops.” 

For nearly three years, this Ki- 
wanis committee, whose work has 
come to be known as “The Rich¬ 
mond Plan,” has been worrying 
about “guys who got in bad with 
cops." Its purpose is to withdraw 
the young hoodlum from the tough 
school that graduates the seasoned 
criminal. It does this with the help 


of a simple formula: Give ’em God 
and a job. 

Nearly 300 Staten Island delin¬ 
quents have accepted the gift, and 
all but a handful have turned it to 
good use. One of them was Ralph, 
who, when his year of imprisonment 
at Warwick was over, soon learned 
that when a man walks out of jail, he 
is not necessarily free. 

The first employment form he 
filled out asked bluntly: "Have you 
ever been arrested? (Do not list 
minor traffic violations.) When? 
Where? Explain.” 

Explain! How do you explain 
stealing to an employer? How do 
you tell a boss you were a thief and 
are just out of jail? You can lie, 
just write “no.” But when the 
parole officer finds out, matters will 
be worse. What do you do? 

On Staten Island, the Richmond 
Plan provides a solution. The com¬ 
mittee sends Ralph to an employer 
who is willing to listen and to ac¬ 
cept the boy’s past In return the 
boy agrees to see a clergyman of his 
faith for weekly counselling. The 
solution itself is uncomplicated, but 
to understand fully the story of 
Ralph and the Richmond Plan, it is 
necessary to consider the area in 
which it serves and the conditions 
under which it operates. In this 
regard, Staten Is 


miles you can find farms as well as 
factories. A boy growing up here 
has his choice of city and country 
life. In summer he can find work 
on a truck farm or day-dream down 
at the docks where the adventures 
of the sea-going world are played 
before his eyes. Every day he can 
single out the giant liners that lum¬ 
ber toward their Hudson River 
berths. At the nearby Bayonne ship 
yards, the clang of hammer against 
the steel of gray navy warships can 
keep him fascinated for hours; and 
hardly a minute goes past without a 
tugboat cutting a wake in front of 
his feet 

But even with enviable surround¬ 
ings like these, juvenile crime has 
made its inroads in Richmond Coun¬ 
ty. The increase of delinquency on 
Staten Island has kept pace with 
that of other communities. And, as 
everywhere, it respects no religious 
or economic group. The poor and 
the well-to-do each have their share 
of hostile young people. 

The committee's carefully kept 
records bear this out. Over the 
years the seven-member group has 
learned that all parts of the com¬ 
munity are touched. And in most 
cases, it isn’t just a job of guiding 
a boy or girl back to responsible 
citizenship. ^—■- ■*** uvtg

able to handle the heavy steel work. 
With religious instructions froir. 
Monsignor Cleary, he was confirmed 
a few months later at the age of 38 

A letter to the committee from 
John M. Braisted, Jr., Richmond 
County district attorney, ends hi- 
story: 

“To put it mildly, I am pleasec 
and amazed at what you have don< 
for the above named and his fa mily 
The Kiwanis Club of Richmonc 
County and its Committee on Juve¬ 
nile Delinquency . . . are to Be tx»m 
plimented for the great work whicl 
you have done in this matter. I mos 
sincerely hope that the defendan 
will realize for the rest of his lif- 
the great opportunity to rehabilitat 
himself which has been afforded t' 
him as the result of your efforts.” 

However, not all cases end lik 
this. The committee members ar 
the first to admit they have nc 
found a panacea for delinquency 
There are failures. Some peopl 
don’t want to be helped. One, re 
leased from prison and placed o 
parole, was started in a factory as 
trainee. After a few weeks he qui 
He was given another chance, in 
woodworking shop. He left that jo 


was charged with assault At 19, 
she was arrested again for car theft 
and a few months later gave birth to 
an illegitimate child. In March 1955, 
I she was picked up by a salesman 
who brought her to Staten Island, 
where she turned to prostitution as 
!a livelihood. On April 9, 1956, the 
I!Federal Bureau of Investigation re¬ 
ferred her to the committee. 

At this point her life took on a 
new aspect The committee found 
her a job with a large New York 
city corporation as an assistant 
clerk-typist at $50 a week. The 
Right Reverend Monsignor John J. 
Cleary, the committee’s Catholic 
representative, became her advisor 
and enrolled her in the St Mary of 
the Assumption school of adult re¬ 
ligious education. 

Since 1956, she had been promoted 
three times and now is a junior ex¬ 
ecutive. Last fall she was married 


by Monsignor Cleary to a man in 
her office, who, with the guidance of 
the priest was told of her back¬ 
ground. 

Not all problems are solved so di¬ 
rectly. Sometimes the committee 
must help parents in order to rescue

Johnny, at 13, was known to police 
officers of the juvenile department 
as a truant His father, whom he 
had known only through visits to the 
penitentiary, was released in March 
1956 on parole, after having served

the “bum’’ category to save the son. 

On March 27, the father came for his employer, 
an interview.

curred on the job. About two yea 
ago a boy stole a case of beer fio 
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to skid off the track. Curiously, it 
was just these “wild” ones that lead 
to the Richmond Plan. 

Frank A. Capell, a tall, solidly 
built man with a Lee J. Cobb profile, 
knows youngsters as a father of six 
sons. As head of his employment 
agency, he was personally familiar 
with once-wayward youths who 
came to him as the last desperate 
stop on the job hunting trail. The 
problem always was the same: The 
record. Explain the past. He would 
watch them leave his office, discour¬ 
aged and defiant. Sometimes only 
a few weeks would pass before some 
of them were in trouble, then back 
in jaiL 

One evening in June 1955, Capell, 
now president of the Kiwanis Club 
of Richmond County, discussed the 
whole problem with Elliott Burgher, 
who then held the same office. Frank 
suggested the “job and God” com¬ 
bination for a Kiwanis project. The 
ingredients for it were in the club 
itself. The membership included 
both employers and clergymen from 
the three major faiths. By August 
1, a committee was named with 
Capell as chairman. 

“We had the committee then, but 
no customers,” Capell recalls. 

That problem was remedied very 
shortly. The New York City Trans¬ 
it Authority agreed to display 
car cards advertising the fledgling 
group’s work. Other Staten Island 
public transportation facilities also 
offered space. A Manhattan adver¬ 
tising display company, once told 
about the project, volunteered to 
print the cards at cost And early 
in September the orange-and-blue 
cards asked the traveling public: 

Need Help? 

Please Feel Free ... To Call on Us 


The message was signed by three 
clergymen—a priest a rabbi, and a 
minister. 

Five days later the special Rich¬ 
mond Plan phone rang on Capell’s 
desk. A priest called by police to 
an attempted suicide, remembered 
reading the car card. The commit¬ 
tee had its first case. 

The clergyman and police were 
at the apartment of a Protestant 
woman married to a soldier who was 
suing her for divorce. He had taken 
their children away from her. Sht^ 

had turned on the gas jets 'as the 
way out. 

“What can you do for her?” the 
priest asked. 

The committee placed her in the 
hands of a clergyman of her own 
faith and found a job for her in a 
local bank. It asked the Richmond 
County Bar association for a volun¬ 
teer attorney to work on the case. 
Within weeks the children were re¬ 
turned to her and later a court 
awarded her permanent custody. 

Some 15 of the early cases orig¬ 
inated through the car card adver¬ 
tisements. Soon additional cases 
were sent by public and private 
agencies. Today, delinquents are 
referred to the Richmond Plan by 
the board of education, FBI, State 
Training School for Boys, New York 
City Police Department’s Juvenile 
Aid Bureau, parole and probation 
officers, social agencies, and clergy¬ 
men. The problem of “no custom¬ 
ers” no longer exists. 

In the green-walled office of 
Frank Capell, two rows of file cab¬ 
inets are devoted solely to Rich¬ 
mond Plan business. Each case is 
numbered and cross-indexed on file 


cards that bear such nicknames as 
“Boulevard Rosie, Snooky, Candy 
and California Josie.” At least one 
full meeting a month is held with 
the present committee chairman, 
Dr. William F. Ittner, Jr., to evalu¬ 
ate new cases. Virtually no day goes 
by without some unofficial confer¬ 
ence between Capell and a com¬ 
mittee member. 

An average monthly committee 
report reads like this: “Accepted 
for rehabilitationse^^iwcMegj 

district attorney and district attor¬ 
ney’s detectives. . . . Supplied two 
former delinquents, one a boy and 
one a girl, with suitable clothing to 
secure employment. . . . Placed these 
individuals in the hands of the cler¬ 
gyman of their own faith through 
our religious advisors. . . .” 

Hie committee also has organized 
a speakers’ bureau. Every month, 
one or more members appear before 
PTA, church, and civic groups to 
outline the Richmond Plan and the 
lessons learned from it. Only re¬ 
cently, one of these speaking en¬ 
gagements brought a helper to the 
committee. 

After a meeting of the Randall 
Manor Woman’s club, several wom¬ 
en asked guest speaker Capell if 
they could help. He suggested the 
need for clothing. Since then the 
club has outfitted job applicants 
who look a little frayed around the 
edges. 

At times psychiatrists have volun¬ 
teered for special cases. Public offi¬ 
cials have cooperated wherever 
possible. In the vanguard is John M.

contain arsenic or something else 
equally deadly. They apparently 
didn’t, for my suffering continued. 

In quick succession I tried baking 
soda, nose drops, and strong tea. I 
was considering a mixture of the 
three when the doctor walked in. 
My wife had called ^him without 
consulting me. 

He was interested in my tea and 
invited himself to a cup. As he 
sipped, I tried to make him appre¬ 
ciate the suffering I was enduring. 
“Please slide the sugar,” was all he 
said. 

When he had finished his tea, he 
lit a cigarette and looked me over 
casually. 

“What did you eat today?”.he 
asked. 

“The usual for breakfast,” I said. 
“Orange juice, bacon, eggs, toast, and 
coffee.” 

“And for lunch?” 

"Practically nothing,” I said. “A 
few apples and some salted pea¬ 
nuts." 

“Ha” the doctor snarled in disgust. 
“Apples and peanuts! You’ve been 
begging for gall bladder trouble, and 
it’s dollars to doughnuts that’s ex¬ 
actly what you’ve got. A nice little 
gall bladder attack.” 

I resented his calling my pain lit¬ 
tle, but I didn’t dare say anything. 

“Does ... it mean an operation?” 
I asked. 

The doctor shrugged. “First I 
want some X rays taken. I’ll make 
arrangements with the hospital." 
From his bag he took out a bottle of 
tiny pills and doled out a few. "Take 
two of these now and two more in 
four hours if the pain isn’t relieved.” 

I took the pills and promptly went 
to sleep. When I awoke 12 hours 
later, I felt fine. 

The following Thursday found me 
in the darkened X-ray room of the 
hospital. A shadowy figure pushed 
me against a wall-like surface and 
made various adjustments on gad- 


indignity, a feminine voice said, 
“Did that hurt?” 

“No,” I lied. 

Encouraged, the woman struck me 
again. This time I grunted audibly, 
which seemed to please her.

I dashed madly for home and the 
medicine cabinet. 

When I had recovered from shock 
sufficiently to dial the phone, I called 
my doctor to ask whether he had re¬ 
ceived my X-ray report yet. His 
secretary informed me that he had 
just left on a vacation and would not 
be back for several days. I was 
appalled at such callousness. I could 
not understand how anyone, partic¬ 
ularly a man engaged in the hu¬ 
manitarian work of medicine, could 
be so indifferent toward human suf¬ 
fering. 

Days and days later, as I was be>- 
ginning to suspect he had gone on a 
world tour, the doctor called me. 
“When you get around to it, come 
down to the office and I’ll go over 
your report with you,” he said. 

I got around to it in six minutes 
flat. The doctor seemed to think my 
promptness was inspired by my 
eagerness to hear about his vacation. 
He told me all about it, and then 
began to rummage through his desk 


for my report. “It’s here some¬ 
where,” he kept saying. His office 
assistant was called in, and she im¬ 
mediately found it in a fishing maga¬ 
zine, where he had been using it as 
a marker. 

He read the report to me slowly, 
pausing at each long medical term 
as though all that was needed for 
complete comprehension was an 
extra second or two of time. It 
sounded pretty bad, and I was glad 
I didn’t understand it. About all I 
could gather was that my gall 
bladder was non-functioning, a con¬ 
dition I had suspected. 

“Is it bad, Doc?” I asked. 

The doctor nodded vaguely. “Yes 
and no,” he said. “You might pos¬ 
sibly get along for years with oc¬ 
casional attacks. Then on the other 
hand. . . .” 

He stared absently across the 
room. I followed his gaze until it 
stopped, whereupon the hair on my 
head seemed to straighten as though 
yanked. I’m not positive, but the 
doctor appeared to be gazing at a 
human skull resting on a shelf in a 
cabinet.

Then they 
publish their findings to pay for the 
meals. Because it is doubtful that 
most Kiwanians who attend the 
International convention, June 29- 
July 2, will be able to make full use 
of such lists, we have limited our 
selection to four. 

We certainly do npt claim that 
these are the four best restaurants 
(although at least three of them 
usually find a place on the published 
lists). We merely say that if you 
intend to dine in four different res¬ 
taurants while in Chicago, these 
offer fine food at unextravagant 
prices, plus an element of individ¬ 
uality that is essential to any truly 
good eatery. Each of the chosen 
four specializes in a different type 
of food. One is also an art gallery, 
while another is chiefly noted for its 
unique entertainment. The chef’s 
special recipe for each is included. 

WHERE STEAK IS KING 


Yard 

While many Chicago restaurants 
boast about their steaks, only the 
Sirloin Room at the Stock Yard Inn 
can give you their ancestry. Located 
in the northeast corner of the Union 
Stock Yards at 42nd and Halsted 
Streets, the Sirloin Room is but a 
hoofbeat or two from the place 
where Chicago got its nickname, 
“hog butcher of the world.” At the 
Sirloin Room, the steaks served to¬ 
day were strolling not so long ago 
on their own four legs, a hundred 
yards away. 

Although somewhat off the beaten 
gastronomical circuit, the 
Yard Inn, because of its reputation 
and the presence of both the Yards 
and the International Amphitheatre 
next door, rarely wants for custom¬ 
ers. When a show or convention is 
in town (as will be the case when 
Kiwanis International meets at the 
Amphitheatre this summer), the 
line of hungry visitors extends down 
the hall from the Sirloin Room to 
the brightly colored wagon adorn¬ 
ing the glass and grass entranceway 


to the Inn. Even at less 
times, the Inn is filled 
men and 


plays prime cuts appetizingly ar¬ 
ranged on chopped ice. The cus¬ 
tomer not only chooses his steak, 
but also marks it with one of the 
branding irons kept constantly 
heated over flames by the side of 
the throne. The branding irons 
must be replaced every five or six 
weeks, since the intense and steady 
heat of the flame causes the metal 
to crack. The steaks require re¬ 
placement somewhat more often. 
The customers see to that. 


Slice cooked sirloin into julienne 
strips. Add sliced onions, and salt 
and pepper to taste. Sprinkle lemon 
juice over meat mixture and blend 
in sour cream. Mix well-and serve 
on lettuce leaf. 


HOME OF THE RED LOBSTER 

Ask most anyone in North Amer¬ 
ica what the name Ireland brings to 
mind, and he’ll probably say sham¬ 
rocks, leprechauns, or Saint Patrick 
driving out snakes. In Chicago, 
however, the name Ireland conjures 
up still another vision besides tri- 
foliolate plants, mischievous fairies, 
and expatriate reptiles. That vision 
is of a red lobster, for the red lob¬ 
ster is both the symbol of, and the 
main delicacy at, Ireland’s Oyster 
House, a haven for seafood lovers 
located at the comer of Ontario and 
Clark Streets. 

Though Ireland’s is by name an 
Oyster House and has as many as a 
dozen a la carte oyster specialities 
on its menu, the reigning monarch

still is the lobster. The lobster is 
featured in brilliant red over the 
entrance, on wall plaques, in the 
glass ceiling, on customer’s plates, 
but most elegantly in a glass salt 
water tank in the main eating room, 
which is appropriately named the 
Lobster Grotto. There, as at the 


Sirloin Room, where the customer 
may select his own steak, the Ire¬ 
land’s gourmand may choose the 
lobster he wishes to eat, and with 
tongs pluck it live from the tank and 
onto a waiting waiter’s tray, where 
it will be whisked to the kitchen 
and prepared in boilers capable of 


producing as many as. 320 cooked 
lobsters an hour. 

Of interest to appreciators of 
stage effects is Ireland’s Marine 
Room where the decorations are 
patterned after the saloon of the 
SS South American. Stateroom 
doors, each containing the name of 
















a state, have been cut into the walls. 
Waiters at Ireland’s receive so many 
queries from out-of-town visitors 
and conventioners for state loca¬ 
tions, that they are able to indicate 
the appropriate door without turn¬ 
ing around to look at it.

While the view of a 
parking lot across the street isn’t 
quite up to the one oSered to the 
absinthe sippers on the other side of 
the Atlantic, Riccardo’s is still a 
charming place to either spend a 
warm and sunny afternoon or a cool 
summer evening.

Last month on these pages, Laws and Regulations 
Chairman Tully explained a proposed amendment to the 
International Bylaws that would create a new office of 
International President-elect. This amendment, which 
will be voted upon by delegates to the Chicago 
convention, would allow the newly elected president 
sufficient time to arrange his personal and business 
affairs, thus permitting him to make the sacrifice 
required by the office. In addition, two other 
amendments of prime importance to all Kiwanians will 
be introduced at the convention. 


Membership for the Retired 

The first of these amendments would allow Kiwanis 
clubs to elect to active membership men who have 
retired ft»i*business or professional life.and now 
have no occtfp&Son. Many such men are interested in 
Kiwanis activities. Almost all have the time to 
devote to them. At present, however, they cannot 
be elected to membership because they are not 
engaged in recognized lines of business, agricultural, 
institutional, or professional life. The Board believes 
that an untapped reservoir of service exists in this 
group of men, and that they can help to strengthen 
the organization. 


Merger of Youth Committees 

For many years Kiwanis clubs have objected to the use 
of the term “underprivileged child” on the ground that 
it stigmatizes the children who are aided. The second 
amendment would eliminate the name “underprivileged 
child” from Kiwanis work by combining the 
duties of the underprivileged child committee and 
those of the boys and girls work committee. The Board 
believes that greater coordination of the work on 
behalf of all children will result from the merging 
of these committees. The amendment would stipulate 
no time requirement, so that each club could act upon 
it when the club felt it most propitious to do so. 


The first of these two amendments would change 
Article V, Section 4 (a) of the Constitution and 
Article II, Section 1 (c) of the International 
Bylaws. The second would amend Article XV, Section 1, 
and Article XVI, Section 1 of the International 
Bylaws. The Board strongly urges that these two 
amendments, plus the amendment for creating the office 
of President-elect, be adopted.

It seems sensible to take a long range view of our fossil fuel reserves, 


even if this involves facing unpleasant facts. 


O nly 100 years ago man did the 
work of the world. At the time 
of the Civil War, men and animals 
supplied 94 per cent of the world’s 
energy. The remaining energy came 
from fossil fuels—the coals, oils, and 
natural gases lying beneath the sur¬ 
face of our planet 
But that was 100 years ago. Now 
the position is reversed, and man 
has literally retired to his rocking 
chair. Presently men and animals 
account for a mere six per cent of 
the world’s energy, with water 
power providing another one per 
cent The bulk of our power—93 
per cent to be specific—comes from 
the long ignored fossil fuels. 


These fuels have been known to 
man for more than 3000 years. The 
Chinese used coal for domestic heat¬ 
ing and cooking, and natural gas for 
lighting as early as 1000 b.c. The 
Babylonians burned asphalt a thou¬ 
sand years earlier. But these early- 
uses were of no economic signifi¬ 
cance. Fossil fuels did not become 
a major source of energy until man 
invented machines running on coal, 
gas, or oil. Wood was the most im¬ 
portant fuel until 1880. Then it be¬ 
came coal; and only recently, oiL 
Once in full swing, fossil fuel con¬ 
sumption has accelerated at a 
phenomenal rate. All the fossil 
fuels used before 1900 would not last 


five years at today’s rate of con¬ 
sumption. 

Nowhere are these rates higher 
and growing faster than in the 
United States, which, with only six 
per cent of the world’s population, 
uses one third of the world's total 
energy input This proportion would 
be even greater except that energy 
is used more efficiently than in other 
countries. 

The average American uses each 
year as much energy as could be 
supplied by eight tons of coal. This 
is six times the world’s per capita 
energy consumption. Though not 
quite so spectacular, corresponding 
figures for other highly industrial- 
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India and China once had large 


forests, as did much of the Middle 


populations. She sank into such 
poverty that in many places man has 



become again the primary source of 
energy. What this means is quite 
simply a reversion to a more primi¬ 
tive stage of civilization. 

Man’s first step on the ladder of 
civilization dates from his domes¬ 
tication of animals. With this energy 
resource he was able to build a 
pastoral culture. To move upward 
to an agricultural civilization he 
needed more energy. He found this 
in the labor of slaves. The city 
states and the empires of antiquity 
frequently had slave populations 
larger than their free citizenry. As 
long as slaves were abundant and no 
moral censure was attached to their 
ownership, incentives to search for 
alternative sources of energy were 
lacking. This may well have been 
the single most important reason 
why engineering advanced very lit¬ 
tle in ancient times. 

Where slavery represented a 
major source of energy, its abolition 
had the immediate effect of reducing 
energy consumption. Thus, when 
this time-honored institution came 
under moral censure by Christian¬ 
ity, civilization declined until other 
sources of energy could be found. 

For example, as Christianity 
spread through the Roman Empire 
and masters freed their slaves in 
obedience to the teaching of the 
Church, the energy tase, of Roman 
civilization crumbled^ This, some 
historians believe, may have teen a 
major factor in the decline of Rome 
and the temporary reversion to a 
more primitive way of life during 
the Dark Ages. 

When slavery disappeared in the 
West, engineering advanced. Men 
began to harness the power of water 
and wind. The sailing ship, in par- 


East. 

Deforestation not only lessened 
the energy base, but has a fur¬ 
ther disastrous effect: lacking plant 
cover, soil washed away, and with 
soil erosion the nutritional base was 
reduced as well. 

Another cause of declining civili¬ 
zation comes with pressure of pop¬ 
ulation on available land. 

A point is reached where the land 
can no longer support both the peo¬ 
ple and their domestic animals. 
Horses and mules disappear first, 
finally even the versatile water buf¬ 
falo is displaced by man, who is 
two-and-one-half times more effi¬ 
cient an energy converter as draft 
animals. It must always be remem¬ 
bered that while domestic animals 
and agricultural machines increase 
productivity per man, maximum 
productivity per acre is achieved 
only by intensive manual cultiva¬ 
tion.

Truly, the humblest American en¬ 
joys the services of more slaves than 
were once owned by the richest 
nobles, and lives better than most 
ancient kings. In retrospect, and 
despite wars, revolutions, and dis¬ 
asters, the hundred years just gone 
by may well seem like a “Golden 
Age.” 

Whether this age will continue 
depends entirely upon our ability to 
keep energy supplies in balance with 
the needs of our growing population. 

A reduction of per capita energy 
consumption has always led to a 
reversion to a more primitive way of 
life. For example, exhaustion of 
wood fuel may have been the pri¬ 
mary reason for the fall of the 
Mayan civilization and the decline of 
Asia’s once-flourishing civilization.

The automobile, which may be first to reflect 
dwindling fuel reserves, uses energy 
equivalent to that of 2000 men. 
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while world food production in¬ 
creased nine per cent in the six 
years from 1945-51, world popula¬ 
tion increased by 12 per cent. Not 
only is world population increasing 
faster than world food production, 
but increases in food production 
tend to occur in the already well- 
fed, high-energy countries rather 
than in the undernourished low- 
energy countries where food is most 
lacking. 

No further elaboration is needed 
to demonstrate the significance of 
energy resources for our own future. 
Our civilization rests upon a tech¬ 
nological base that requires enor¬ 
mous quantities of fossil fuels. What 
assurance do we have, then, that our 
energy needs will continue to be 
supplied by fossil fuels? The an¬ 
swer is—none! 

The earth is finite. Fossil fuels 
are not renewable. In this respect 
our energy base differs from that of 
all earlier civilizations. They could 
have maintained their energy supply 
by careful cultivation. We cannot

Fuel that has been burned is gone 
forever. Metals, too, are non-re¬ 
newable resources threatened with 
ultimate extinction, but something 
can be salvaged from scrap. Fuel 
leaves no scrap and there is nothing 
man can do to rebuild exhausted 
fossil fuel reserves. They were, 
created by solar energy 500 million 
years ago and took eons to grow to 
their present volume. 

How long will our fuel reserves 
last? In the face of the basic fact 
that fossil fuel reserves are finite, 
this is an academic question. It is 
important in only one respect: The 
longer they last, the more time will 
we have to invent ways of living off 
substitute energy sources and to ad¬ 
just our economy to the vast 
changes which we can expect from 
such a shift. 

Current estimates of fossil fuel 


reserves vary to an astonishing 
degree. Many estimates and cost 
of extraction disregard population 
growth; or, equally important, fail 
to give enough weight to increased 
fuel consumption required to process 
inferior or substitim metals. We 
are rapidly approaching the time 
when exhaustion of better grade 
metals will force us to turn to poorer 
grades, requiring, in most cases, 
greater expenditure of energy per 
unit of metal. 

But the most significant distinc¬ 
tion between optimistic and pes¬ 
simistic fuel reserve statistics is that 
the optimists generally speak of the 
immediate future—the next 25 years 
or so—while the pessimists think in 
terms of a century from now. A 
century or even two is a short span 
in the history of a great people. It 
seems sensible to take a long view,

even if this involves facing un¬ 
pleasant facts. 

For it is an unpleasant fact that 
readily recoverable fossil fuel re¬ 
serves are likely to run out some¬ 
time between the years 2000 and 
2050, if present standards of living 
and population growth rates persist. 
Oil and natural gas will disappear 
first; coal, last There will be coal 
left in the earth, of course. But it 
will be so difficult to mine that 
energy costs would be economically 
intolerable; it would then become 


necessary either to discover new 
energy sources or to lower standards 
of living drastically. 

The popularizers of scientific news 
would have us believe that there is 
no cause for anxiety, that reserves 
will last thousands of years, and that 
before they run out science will 
have produced miracles. Our past 
history and security have given us 
the sentimental belief that the things 
we fear will never really happen— 
that everything turns out right in 
the end. But, prudent men will 
reject these tranquilizers and prefer 
to face the facts so that they can 
plan intelligently for the needs of 
their posterity. 

Looking into the future, from the 
mid-20th century, we cannot feel 
overly confident that present high 
standards of living will, of a cer¬ 
tainty, continue through the next 
century and beyond. Fossil fuel 
costs will soon definitely begin to 
rise as the reserves are exhausted. 
More effort will be required to ob¬ 
tain the same energy from remain¬ 
ing reserves. Liquid fuel syn¬ 
thesized from coal will be expensive. 
Can we feel certain that science will 
learn how to maintain a high stand¬ 
ard of living on renewable energy 
sources?

Growing food requirements rule 
out the use of land for wood fuel 
and farm wastes. Land is more 
likely to be used for food production 
than for tree crops; farm wastes 
may be more urgently needed to 
fertilize the soil than to fuel ma¬ 
chines. 

Wind and water power can furnish 
only a very small percentage of our 
energy needs. Moreover, as with 
solar energy, expensive structures 
would be required, making use of 
land and metals which will also be 
in short supply. Nor would anything 
we know today justify putting too 
much reliance on solar energy, 
though it will probably prove feasi¬ 
ble for home heating in favorable 
localities and for cooking in hot 
countries that lack wood, such as 
India. 

More promising is the outlook for 
nuclear fuels. These are not, prop¬ 
erly speaking, renewable energy 
sources, at least not in the present 
state of technology. But their ca¬ 
pacity to “breed” and the very high 
energy output from small quantities 


of fissionable material, as well as 
the fact that such materials are rel¬ 
atively abundant, do seem to put 
nuclear fuels into a separate cate¬ 
gory from exhaustible fossil fuels. 
The disposal of radioactive wastes 
from nuclear power plants is a prob¬ 
lem that must be solved before 
there can be any widespread use of 
nuclear power. 

Another limit in the use of nuclear 
power is that we do not know how to 
employ it other than in large units

to produce electricity or to supply 
heating. Because of its inherent 
characteristics, nuclear fuel cannot 
be used directly in small machines, 
such as cars, trucks, or tractors. It 
is doubtful that it could, in the for- 
seeable future, furnish economical 
fuel for civilian airplanes or ships, 
except very large ones. Rather than 
nuclear locomotives, it might prove 
advantageous to move trains by 
electricity produced in nuclear cen¬ 
tral stations. We are, however, only 
at the beginning of nuclear tech¬ 
nology, so.it is difficult to predict 
what we may expect 

Transportation—the lifeblood of 
all technically advanced civiliza¬ 
tions—seems to be assured once we 
have borne the initial high cost of 
electrifying railroads and replacing 
buses with streetcars or electrically 
powered monorails. But, unless 
science can perform the miracle of 
synthesizing automobile fuel’ from 
some energy source yet unknown, it 





will be wise to face up to the pos¬ 
sibility of the ultimate disappear¬ 
ance of automobiles, trucks, buses, 
and tractors. Before all the oil is 
gone and hydrogenation of coal for 
synthetic liquid fuels has ended, 
the cost of automotive fuel may 
have risen tofb point where private 
cars will be too expensive to run 
and public transportation again be¬ 
comes a profitable business. 

Today, the automobile is the most 
uneconomical user of energy. Its 
efficiency is five per cent compared 
with 23 per cent for the Diesel- 
electric railway. It is the most 
ravenous devourer of fossil fuels, 
accounting for over half of the total 
oil consumption in this country. And 
the oil used in the United States in 
one year took nature about 14 mil¬ 
lion years to create. Curiously, the 
automobile, which is the greatest 
single reason for the exhaustion of 
oil reserves, may eventually be the 
first fuel consumer to suffer.

We must also induce many more 
young people to become metallur¬ 
gical and nuclear engineers, or else 
we shall not have the knowledge or 
the people to build and run the nu¬ 
clear power plants that ultimately 
may have to furnish the major part 
of our energy needs. If we start to 
plan now, we may be able to achieve 
the requisite level of scientific and 
engineering knowledge before our 
fossil fuel reserves give out.

Much of the wilderness that nur¬ 
tured what is most dynamic in our 
character has now been buried under 
cities, factories, and suburban de¬ 
velopments, where each picture win¬ 
dow looks out on nothing more 
inspiring than the neighbor’s back 
yard with the smoke of his fire, in 
the wire basket clearly visible. 

Life in crowded communities can¬ 
not be the same as life on the fron¬ 
tier. We no longer are free, as was 
the pioneer, to work for our own 
immediate needs regardless of the 
future. We no longer are as inde¬ 
pendent of men and of government 
as were our forebears two or three 
generations ago. 

I suggest that this is a good time 
to think soberly about our responsi¬ 
bilities to our descendents—those 
who will ring out the Fossil Fuel 
Age. Our greatest responsibility, as 
parents and as citizens, is to give 
our youngsters the best possible 
education. We need the best teachers 
and enough of them to prepare our 
young people for a future immeasur¬ 
ably more complex than the present, 
and calling for ever larger numbers 
of competent and highly trained men 
and women. 

This means that we must not 
delay building more schools, col¬ 
leges, and playgrounds. It means 
that we “must reconcile ourselyea^o 
continuing higher taxes to builifup 
and maintain, at decent salaries, ja 
greatly enlarged corps of much bet¬ 
ter trained teachers, even at the cost 
of denying ourselves such momen¬ 
tary pleasures as buying a biggei 
new car, or a TV set or household 
gadget 

We should find, I believe, that 
these small self-denials would bt 
far more than offset by the benefit 
they would buy for tomorrow.

P resident Leonard Riggleman can 
swivel his chair in his paneled 
office at Morris Harvey College in 
Charleston, West Virginia and look 
across the wide Kanawha River 
to his state’s monumental capitol. 
There, on the grounds, is a statue 
of an idealized hillbilly, with the 
words “Mountaineers are always 
free” cut into the pedestal—in Latin. 
In a real way the statue represents 
Dr. Riggleman’s own family. One of 
the educator’s hilltop cousins, Rim- 
fire Hamrick, posed for the head, 
and Rimfire’s brother modeled for 
the torso. 

Almost everybody in Charleston 


will agree that Leonard Riggleman 
has done as much as any other 
living mountaineer to keep West 
Virginians as free as the Hamrick 
brothers were in their day. He has 
pulled a bankrupt college up by the 
roots and transported it to a new 
location in the heart of the state’s 
booming capital, where it is helping 
to spark the vast economic growth 
of the Kanawha Valley. He battles 
sturdily in a complex industrial 
society to preserve the moral values 
that he learned as a hillbilly farm 
boy high on the Appalachian back¬ 
bone of America. 

Morris Harvey graduates may go 


into modem business and industry, 
but Leonard Riggleman makes cer¬ 
tain that their college gives them a 
fresh, down-to-earth viewpoint on 
life. He is proud that he has both 
Hatfields and McCoys in his student 
body and that these youngsters are 
loyal to their heritage. Today they 
compete in scholarship where once 
they fought it out with bullets. 

Sometimes it seems to Dr. Riggle¬ 
man that he is a world away from 
the rambling farmhouse on the hill 
in Randolph County, but he can 
jump in his car and drive over hard¬ 
surfaced roads to the old homestead 
in about three-and-a-half hours. He

Sphere are still 
people in Milton who get misty-eyed 
remembering his sermons, for Leon¬ 
ard Riggleman was blessed from the 
start with the simple but penetrating 
eloquence that sometimes marks the 
mountain-born. This didn’t keep 
him from deserting his pulpit to take 
a leading roll in the country-life 
movement in West Virginia. From 
this work with the people of the 
hills and hollows, he came back to 
Morris Harvey as head of the De¬ 
partment of Rural Sociology. 

Things were in something of a 
mess at Morris Harvey. An ambi¬ 
tious building program had emptied 
the coffers and exhausted the purses 
of the college’s friends. Moreover, 
the school was saddled with a $280,- 
000 debt. To make matters still 
worse, the depression seemed to 
have settled down for a long, dreary 
stay. Unable to afford a trained ad¬ 
ministrator, the board of trustees 
made Leonard Riggleman president. 

Right at the start the new presi¬ 
dent and the county sheriff got 
acquainted. Every few weeks the 
sheriff visited the campus to see if 
anything could be carted away in 
order to meet Morris Harvey’s debts. 
Income from endowment was pid¬ 
dling. Tuition payments sagged as 
students failed to scrape together 
the money to finish their education. 

It seemed a shame to Leonard 
Riggleman that crops were spoiling 
on mountain farms for lack of a 
market, and the college was losing 
its students for lack of cash. Why 
not barter commodities for tuition? 
If a boy furnished such things as 
potatoes, apples, beans, beef, or milk 
to the college, he was enrolled. One 
lad arrived on the campus with a 
truckload of shrubs and evergreens. 
He carefully set them out around 
the buildings in exchange for his 
tuition. All of this was grist for the 
mills of the old Life magazine.. In a 
cartoon that was more realistic than 
funny, a student was shown talking 
to a farmer. “Will you loan me a 
peck of potatoes until my allowance 
comes in?” he asked. 

West Virginia’s Agricultural Ex¬ 
tension Program took the whole idea 
just as seriously as did Leonard 
Riggleman. They put out a booklet 
showing how youngsters could grow 
crops for a college education.

barter plan, finances continued to 
deteriorate at Morris Harvey. By 
1935, the school owed $346,000. and 
the sheriff had been forced to carry 
away just ibout everything that 
could be reaaily moved. Remember¬ 
ing the first years of his administra¬ 
tion, Dr. Riggleman says, “The 
college operated on spiritual re¬ 
sources and legal advice." 

Back in the '20’s, before the ill- 
advised building program, Morris 
Harvey had been invited to leave 
sleepy Barboursville and move to 
bustling Charleston, where there 
was no institution of high learning. 
But the trustees and the faculty, 
alike, were aghast at the very idea. 

When, in the late spring of 1935, 
the Charleston Educational Center 
once again invited Morris Harvey 
College to move to the state capital, 
Dr. Riggleman hurried to his trus¬ 
tees. Encountering nothing but hos¬ 
tility, he, nevertheless, pressed the 
board in meeting after meeting for 
their approval. 

“We’ve got to move or neglect our 
.opportunity to be of great service in 
Charleston,” he argued. “Moreover, 
if we stay here, we’ll perish." 

During one midnight meeting, a 
trustee called him outside the door 
and suggested that he resign for the 
good of his health. Dr. Riggleman 
refused. 

“You can jjre me if you want to," 
he said, “but the responsibility for 
not making the move will be yours.” 

The trustees were as stubborn as 
he was, and it took an unusual 
meeting of the Western Virginia 
Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South, which then 
had jurisdiction over the college, to 
settle the matter. At first, after a 
daylong debate, they too voted 
against the move, the score being 
49 against and 41 for it Dr. Riggle¬ 
man and his supporters waited until 
part of the opposition had gone home 
to bed. Then they moved to recon¬ 
sider the question. The final vote 
was 49 for relocation and 34 against 
it Leonard Riggleman showed that 
he would have made a good whip in 
the legislature, and Morris Harvey 
College moved to Charleston. 

In Charleston, the college was 
crammed into the Kanawha County 
Public Library. It spilled over into 
other nooks and crannies downtown. 
Morris Harvey carried on under an 
operating trusteeship which guar¬ 
anteed that students’ tuition money 
would be spent on their education, 
and not siphoned off to pay old 
debts. There were plenty of old 
debts too, even though the Bar¬ 


boursville campus was sold to the 
state and Cabell County, President 
Riggleman, in a fine burst of sales¬ 
manship, also sold off title to a de¬ 
serted mining town that had come 
into the college’s possession. Ordi¬ 
narily, these towns were left to 
crumble into ruin or to be dis¬ 
mantled by whoever happened by. 
But Dr. Riggleman got an unheard 
of $80,000 for his. Finally, by 1940, 
the college was debt free. It even 
had a net worth of $42,000. 

In 1942, Dr. Riggleman urged the 
Charleston City Council to lend the 
college $500,000 in order to build a 
new campus on the south bank of 
the Kanawha River opposite to the 
Capitol. Charleston was happy to 
have a college in its midst—one that 
was making a constantly increasing 
contribution to its life. Yet the 
council authorized the mayor to lend 
only $250,000. 

“■n*at,” replied Dr. Riggleman “is 
just half as much as is necessary to 
do the job. It is comparable to a 
ferry boat operator offering to set a 
man half way across the river." 

He turned down this half-way 
measure. Then he started a furious 
effort to raise the funds privately. 
Dr. Riggleman had long been a much 
sought after speaker throughout the 
South. Now he became a speaker 
who sought after engagements. No 
crav'd was too small for him to ad- 
•Mress if he thought he> could per¬ 
suade somebody who could help 
Morris Harvey College seize its op¬ 
portunity to educate the youth of 
the Kanawha Valley and the hills 
beyond. He was forever being in¬ 
vited to speak, then found himself

waiting for a garrulous person who 
was supposed to talk for five minutes 
and often rambled on for 45. After 
one such windy delay, Dr. Riggle¬ 
man stood up and simply read a 
brief letter from John Wesley on 
the virtues of brevity. The audience 
was Methodist, and they got the 
point. Elsewhere, he was equally 
acid when somebody prevented hi- 
getting a full hearing for the case o 
Morris Harvey College. 

He is an active Kiwanian, an

Echoing this endorsement is Offi¬ 
cer Dominic J. Zullo of the police 
Juvenile Aid Bureau. A soft-spoken 
man with a fatherly tone in his voice 
although he’s a bachelor, Zullo is the 
oldest man in length of service in 
the 197-man juvenile bureau. He has 
sent several dozen boys and girls to 
the Kiwanis group. 

“The committee has filled a gap 
for me. We believe if you can keep 
a youngster busy, the chances are far 
greater that he will keep out of 
trouble. That’s one of the solutions 
to the teenJage problem." ' 

Monsignor Cleary, who guided 
youth long before he joined the 
Richmond Plan, shared the police¬ 
man’s views. 

“We are supplying these young¬ 
sters with something they should 
have gotten long ago—the discipline 
of work and religion.” 

Monsignor Cleary and other 
priests have received requests for 
special Masses to be said for com¬ 
mittee members. Religious leaders 
of other faiths have received dona¬ 
tions from former delinquents, re¬ 
quests for special prayers, and just 
simple “thank you” notes. 

Rabbi Benjamin B. Wykansky, the 
Jewish advisor on the committee, 
recently received $10 from a girl’s 
first week’s salary with instructions 
that the money go to charity. An 
enclosed note thanked the rabbi for 
“talking to me as a human being, as 
though I were just another person.” 

While the committee is pleased 
with this response from public offi¬ 
cials and religious leaders, its mem¬

One man gave me a 
recipe for a concoction that he said 
would immediately dissolve gall 
stones. I am utterly convinced that 
his mixture would have done this 
could I have found some way to 
prevent it from also dissolving my 
throat on the way down. 

A theory by a woman who is 
something of a mystic intrigued me 
but came to naught because of 
weather conditions on my birthday. 
Her opinion was that the moon, in 
relation to certain other heavenly 
bodies that are closely tied up with 
my birth date, was responsible for 
my trouble. Cloudy weather pre¬ 


vented me from testing her theory 
along the rather unusual lines she 
suggested. 

The most fanciful suggestion came 
from a friend who reads too much 
psychology. His view is that my 
pain is entirely imaginary and that 
I am suffering not from pain but 
from some overwhelming feeling of 
guilt. 

Two schools of thought seem to 
have developed concerning what I 
should do about my gall bladder. 
One group, consisting of relatives 
and friends, feel I should have it 
removed without delay. Strangely 
enough, a number of people who 
dislike me agree with his view. 
Somehow they are under the im¬ 
pression that my gall bladder is 
overactive rather than non-func¬ 
tioning. 

My daughter is an outspoken 
member of the removal group. “Our 
family has never had a major opera¬ 
tion,” she reminds me, “and besides, 
it would be covered by Blue Cross.” 

The other group, consisting of my¬ 
self, is not so sure. The suffering 
during an attack is hard to take, it 
is true, but there are certain com¬ 
pensations between attacks. For ex¬ 
ample, I am never at a loss for a 


fascinating topic of conversation, 
and when dining out I can decline 
any dish that does not strike my 
fancy without encountering warn¬ 
ing glares from my wife or hurt 
looks from my hostess. Also, on 
several occasions I have been able 
to escape some very boring affairs 
simply by sensing that an attack 
was coming on. 

Once this stunt backfired. I po¬ 
litely declined an invitation and was 
just settling down for a nice quiet 
evening of reading when an attack 
did come. It was a vicious one too, 
and as I walked the floor I vowed I 
would notify the doctor the very 
next day. In the morning, however, 
I felt fine, and with my renewed 
sense of well-being, I regained my 
strength of character. 

There is another thing besides the 
pain that causes me to waver at 
times. It isn’t easy to watch my 
wife and daughter enjoy unbeliev¬ 
ably beautiful banana splits, while 
I nibble dry toast and sip tea. 
And there are times, too, when I 
can’t help recalling those wonderful 
apple-and-salted-peanut lunches I 
used to enjoy so much. But so far I 
just can’t seem to make up my mind.

to serve as temporary quarters. One 
day in the summer of 1$47, the col¬ 
lege moved across the river. Dr. 
Riggleman and a party of dignitaries 
including Governor Meadows 
boarded a Navy LCI and put out 
into the stream. Three AT-6’s of 
the West Virginia National Guard 
zoomed overhead. On the far shore 
the party marched ashore to claim 
the land for the future of higher 
education in West Virginia. Dr. 
Riggleman made a brief speech. 
With a wave at the Navy portables 
he said, “Our buildings here at this

Certainly the landing was per¬ 
manent, for in 1950 Leonard Riggle¬ 
man and his dedicated trustees re¬ 
newed their assaults on the purses 
of industrial and business leaders 
of the Charleston area..

Comforting her little brood, Kate 
listened to that familiar clanging 
sound, and she felt a bond of sym¬ 
pathy with these Tien who had to be 
out doing a dirty job on a dirty night 
Then, suddenly, there was a fright¬ 
eningly different sound—a rending, 
grinding crash, followed by the in¬ 
sistent hiss of escaping steam. 

Kate knew instantly what had 
happened and what she had to do. 
Grabbing her father’s old railroad 
lantern from the wall, she ran out 
into the kneedeep water around the 
house. Leaning into a whipping 
wind, she struggled to the nearby 
tracks, then made her way haltingly 
along them to the edge of the 
wrecked Honey Creek bridge. 

It was an hour before midnight 
when she got to the place where the 
steel rails twisted off into nothing¬ 
ness. Backing off, she held her for¬ 
lorn little lantern up in the murk and 
searched the swirling waters below. 
She could see nothing, although she 
thought she heard a voice calling for 
help. Then a heavy bolt of lightning 
fleetingly revealed the whole tableau 
beneath her. For an instant she 


could see two men c.inging desper¬ 
ately to tree limbs in the swirling 
waters. Then darkness again. 

With sinking heart, young Kate 
Shelley realized that standing there 
she could do nothing for these men. 
But she must get help. Then another 
shocking realization struck her. The 
Midnight Express was due at Moin- 
gona from the west at 11:27 p.m. 
With the test crew wallowing in the 
water and engine No. 12 at the bot¬ 
tom of Honey Creek, there would be 
no one to warn the Express—no one 
to prevent it from plunging off the 
end of that broken bridge and 
cascading several hundred pas¬ 
sengers into the dark waters. 

Again Kate knew what she had to 
do. Already soaked to the skin by 
the driving rain, she retraced her 
steps until she reached the near end 
of the old Des Moines River bridge, 
which was waving and wavering 
above the flooded river. There was 
no other way for Kate to get into 
Moingona except to pick her way 
across this bridge, praying every step 
of the way that she could make it 
before the Express reached and 
passed Moingona. If she was too 
late, not only would the train plunge 
into Honey Creek, but Kate Shelley 
would be trapped on the narrow 
wooden trestle with no way to get 


out of the path of the oncoming train, 
except to plunge into the waters be¬ 
low—to almost certain death. 

But without hesitation, Kate be¬ 
gan her perilous journey across the 
Des Moines. If Honey Creek had 
been terrifying, what she now saw 
below her defied description. She 
dared not look down—only ahead, 
toward the Moingona end of the 
700-foot bridge, now obscured in 
blackness. 

Halfway out on the trestle, a 
rampaging gust of wind plucked the 
lantern from Kate’s hands and 
dashed it into the river. In total 
darkness, punctuated only momen¬ 
tarily by flashes of lightning, she 
crept on her way. There was not 
time to brood over what was already 
lost. Now on her hands and knees, 
Kate used the rail as a guide to edge 
forward. As she neared the end of 
her journey, a lightning flash re¬ 
vealed a huge, uprooted tree malev¬ 
olently bearing down on her. With 
all her remaining strength, she 
hugged the rail and waited for the 
impact. It came with shuddering 
force and the whole trestle recoiled. 
Water, dirt, and tree branches tum¬ 
bled over the prostrate girl, but both 
Kate and the trestle held firm, and 
after a few precious moments, she

was again able to move painfully 
forward.

W 
hard times fell on the Shelley far 
in the early 90’s and it seemed i 
they would lose their home, a C 
cago newspaper learned of Ke 
plight and raised enough mone> 
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pay off their mortgage. This revived 
the Kate Shelley story, and the state 
of Iowa voted her $5000 as an ex¬ 
pression of gratitude to a favorite 
daughter. 

In 1903, Kate accepted a long¬ 
standing offer from the Chicago and 
North Western to become one of the 
nation’s first woman station agents. 
Still living in her"ittle frame cottage, 
she walked every day across that 
fateful bridge on her way to work in 
Moingona. Coming home from work 
was always a very special event for 
Kate, because the train she rode 
would stop in front of her house to 
let her off—a tribute that seemed to 
mean more to her than any other 


honor. When Kate died at the age 
of 46, she was still working for the 
railroad she loved. And hundreds 
of people visited the little cottage to 
pay homage to her at the funeral. 

Today, the “Kate Shelley 400” 
operates daily over the Kate Shelley 
Bridge—the only railroad bridge and 
one of the few trains to be named 
after a woman. Although modem 
engineering has virtually eliminated 
the possibility of another washout 
ever taking place, there are those 
who insist that on stormy nights in 
Iowa, the ghost of Kate Shelley 
stands silent vigil to insure the safety 
of the railroad passengers who travel 
through her countryside. the end

men and women attend classes in 
one of the nation’s most modem col¬ 
leges. 

On December 29, 1955, Dr. Rig- 
gleman spoke before the American 
Forensic Association in Hollywood. 
Never one to head away from an 
honest argument, he counseled that 
“Family arguments are strong ce- 
menters of family ties instead of 
domestic danger signals.” As he flew 


back across America, he found his 
speech on the front page of news¬ 
papers everywhere his plane set 
down. 

‘Tight and be happy, couples 
told,” said the dignified New York 
Times. Radio and TV took up the 
story. So Dr. Riggleman thought 
perhaps that is why the reporter 
from the Charleston Gazette phoned 
him shortly after his return to the 
comfortable presidential house over¬ 
looking the Kanawha. On New 
Year’s Day, 1956, he awoke to find 
a headline clear across the front 
page of the Gazette, naming him the 
West Virginian of the year. 

But ‘Leonard Riggleman didn’t- 
pause to admire his picture on the I 
front page of the Gazette. He imme-‘ 
diately pitched into the job of rais¬ 
ing more funds to give Morris Har¬ 
vey College an endowment strong 
enough to secure its future. He 
wants to build up the level of the 
faculty, and this will take money. 
He wants to improve the school’s 
training aids and expand the library. 
Within ten years, he expected 4000 
students, and Morris Harvey must 
be ready for them. 

“Independent colleges save the 
taxpayer’s money,” he says today. 
“They provide a free, liberal educa¬ 
tion, maintain a position of critical 
judgment upon social and political 
issues, support the churches, and 
keep alive the spirit of philanthropy 
that has been a distinguishing char¬ 
acteristic of American culture. They 
also teach the rising generation how 
to think, rather than what to think.” 

Up on the fireplace in his office 
are little figures of a hill man and 
woman. They look down at him 
with their simple wisdom. They are 
a constant reminder to this uncom¬ 
mon man from the hills that he 
must build for the future in a way 
that will preserve a rich heritage 
of freedom. the end

Mr. Capell’s work and supervision re¬ 
sulted In a sharp decrease In crime in Westchester 
County, and his cooperation with the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, the b.

Born at Columbus, Ohio, on Oct. 15, 1917, 
he is the son of Arthur Meier Schlesinger, Sr. 
and the former Elizabeth Bancroft. He grew 
up in a household which nurtured his interest 
in socialism. His father, son of Bernhard and 
Katherine Feurle Schlesinger, was a History 
Professor at Ohio State University, the Uni¬ 
versity of Iowa and Harvard University, and 
a visiting Professor at the University of Lon¬ 
don and the University of Edinburgh. 

K ! Arthur M. Schlesinger, Sr. became inter¬ 

ested in socialist causes early in life, and 
affiliated himself with a number of organiza¬ 
tions which were set up to aid the Communist 
Conspiracy in America.

Schlesinger has the liberal dread of "witch 
hunts" and in 1953, as Co-chairman of A. D. A. , 
he formally prott sted Attorney General Brown- 
nell's charge that Harry Dexter White was a 
Soviet agent secretly shaping U. S. policy in 
a key Treasury post. With such concern 
for this Soviet agent, if Mr. Schlesinger 
continues to select White House guests, he 
may include the name of Harry Dexter White 
one of these days as White is reported very 
much alive and living in Switzerland, in 
spite of his much publicized "suicide. " 

• The New York Post is about as left-wing 
and ultra liberal a newspaper as it is possible 
to publish without winding up listed in the 
Guide to Subversive Organizations and Publi¬ 
cations. During the year 1949 Arthur Schles¬ 
inger, Jr. was a columnist for this paper 
which is edited by James Wechsler. Mr. 
Wechsler likes to be known as a liberal but 
the Dies Committee Appendix IX shows him 
having fourteen affiliations with Communist- 
fronts, including writing for severalof their 
publications. Schlesinger, Jr. and Wechsler 
have much in common including a hatred for 
the late Sen . M cCarthy and Congressional 
vestigating Committees (the ones investi¬ 
gating Communists, that is. ) Other left- 
wing publications to which Mr. Schlesinger 
has contributed are the Partisan Review and 
the Nation whose editor, Carey McWilliams, 
has supported Communist causes for years. 

Arthur Schlesinger, Jr. has been very 
cautious in his open association with Com¬ 
munist activities. He did, however, affili¬ 
ate himself with a Socialist oriented orgar.i- 
z.-.tion, i he National Consumers League, 
which was supported by the pro-Communist 
Garland Fund. Its sponsors included.many 
Communist-fronters such as John Haynes 
Holmes, Dr. Alice Hamilton, Mrs. J. Bor¬ 
den Harriman, Mary E. Wooley.

in New Jersey. 

In the Congressional Record of Sept. 26. 
Schlesinger's plans for promoting a socialij 
government in our country were well descrj 
by Congressman John Rousselot as a "bluej 
for turning the people of the United States oj 
to a monolithic socialist Fascist-Marxist 
of tyranny. " Congressman Rousselot stateij 
further: "You will see how far this country 
advanced under the guidance of such men aj 
this former Harvard professor and you ca.il 
see how much further it will advance, if \v 
do not guard ourselves against and«becoxnc| 
aWare of the machinations of such people . 
Mr. Schlesinger and his prototypes. "

In addition to the well-known "Worker", "Peoples Dally 
World" and "National Guardian", there ore many foreign language Communist 
papers and magazines, as well as publications ol Communist-controlled unions 
and Communist-fronts. The quarter ol a million are subscribers and readers 
of publications which use second class mall and which must supply the Post 
Office with annual sworn statements showing paid circulations. Therefore, the 
figures are easily documented. There ore many Communist newsletters, pro¬ 
paganda releases, reports and other type publications which do not use second 
class mail. 

Figures In the Reports of Congressional Committees show that over 
fllteen million people have affiliated themselves with Communist-fronts. One 
front alone. The American League lor Peace and Democracy, had seven 
million members, all paying dues, although It was later proven to be Commu¬ 
nist conceived, controlled and directed. The testimony of J. Edgar Hoover 
Informs us that there are In operation at all times In this country well over 
two hundred Communist—fronts which are known as such and under continual 
check by the F.B.I. These (rents do the work of the Communist Party 
while deceiving many of their members and the public Into thinking they ore 
working lor a worthwhile cause.

In 
spite ol his Communist activities which were well publicized by his opposition, 
he received *00,000votes. This large number ol persons, who could not all 
have been members ol the "Iragmented" Communist Party with only "ten 
thousand members.“ preferred a Communist to head Ihelr school system and 
Influence the education ol their children. The Socialist Labor Party, which 
Is the Trotskylte Communist Party, In 1960 polled 36,000 voles lor a candi¬ 
date In a national election. 

There are over 325,000 members of Labor Unions which are com¬ 
pletely Communist-controlled. These unions wore expelled by the AFL-CIO 
over twelve years ago and have not been accepted back Into the labor lamlly. 
These 325,000 persons preler to belong to openly Communist Unions. As 
late as 1960 In New York City, 2,500 teachers voted In favor ol the Com¬ 
munist Teachers Union as their bargaining agent, In spile ol the fact that 
they knew It was Communist and had several other choices.

Walter Act was passed, huge numbers ot Communists left the Party and 
went underground. During the past years over a million Americans have 
joined the Communist Party and left It after varying periods ol time. Only 
a tiny fraction of these persons have ever come forward to help their gov¬ 
ernment expose and light Communism.

The crack-down by the Administration on 
Cuban patriots seeking to harass Communist 
DictatorCaatro is but one of a series of events. 
Word received from Washington indicates the 
government will be putting on pressure to stop 
aid to the underground in Eathoaia. Lithuania, 
Latvia, Poland and other captive nations. Not 
only are they withdrawing any financial aid to 
help the escape of the people but strong meas¬ 
ures will be taken to put an end to such assis¬ 
tance as the American people have been giving.

1908, 
he is the son of Rev. Adam Clayton Powell, Sr. , 
a Baptist minister of the American Baptist Con¬ 
vention, who also wa6 affiliated with Commun¬ 
ist fronts. Powell. Jr. received his A. B. De¬ 
gree in 1930 from Colgate University, his M.A. 
from Columbia in 1932. hi* D.D. from Shaw 
University in 1935. He studied months in Eu¬ 
rope. North Africa and Asia Mioor. 

He married Isabel Geraldine Washington 
March 8. 1933 but left her in November 1944. 

In August 1945 he married Hazel Scott, show 
business personality.

In 1934 Powell was an editorial writer for 
the New York Post. He was founder, editor 
and publisher of The Peoples Voice, and Chair¬ 
man of the Board of Directors of the Powell- 
Buchanan Publishing Co. 

Since 1937 he has been pastor of the Abys¬ 
sinian Baptist Church in New York City, one 
of the largest Negro churches in the United 
States. On April 11, 1943 he participated in 
a Communist Party Dinner for Ethiopians.

YUGOSLAVIA - THE FAVORED NATION 


Billions of dollars belonging to American 
taxpayers have been poored into so-called for¬ 
eign aid to Yugoslavia. The country is as Com¬ 
munist now as it ever was and. if Khrushchev 
wanted to bring the leaders to their knees, he 
could do so with just the threat of a few atomic 
warheads.

A long time ago interesting facts about the 
man who calls himself Tito were made known 
by a Franciscan priest from Yugoslavia. These 
were printed in some papers and brought to 
the attention of American authorities but the 
old familiar hush-hush treatment caused them 
to die a natural death. 

Josip Bros, known as Tito, was boro in 
1890 in the village of Kumrovec in northwestern 
Croatia, the seventh of thirteen children boro 
to a Croatian father and a Slovenian mother.

DOROTHY DAY 


Miss Dorothy Day was born in Brooklyn, 

N. Y. . in 1897, the daughter of John Day 
who was hor6eracing editor for a national 
newspaper. They were a law-abiding. God¬ 
fearing Episcopal family. In 1914 Dorothy 
attended the University of Illinois where she 
was indoctrinated into the Socialistic philos¬ 
ophy. By 1915 she had become a member of 
the Socialist Party (at that time the Commun¬ 
ist Party of the United States had not been 
formed.) After two years she left college to 
become a writer for the Socialist paper. "The 
Call." She joined the Communist L W. W. and 
became a full-fledged radical, writing for the 
magazines. "Masses" and "Liberator", and 
lived for ten years in Greenwich Village. 

She became engaged to Michael Gold, a 
notorious Communist, but he refused to marry 
her as she was too wild even for him. They 
both wrote for the Communist publication, 
"Liberator." In the September, 1922. issue of 
"Liberator" Michael Gold, an atheistic Jewish 
Communist wrote an article entitled "Jesus 
Thinkers." In it he stated, "The legend of 
Lenin is more beautiful to me than the legend 
of Jesus." He also wrote. "The Russian Bol¬ 
sheviks will leave the world a better place 
than Jesus left it." 

In 1933 Miss Day. together with a wander¬ 
ing French-born drifter named Peter Maurin, 
started the Catholic Worker movement which

Rapoport, who was born in Russia, Is a 
human behavioral expert. 

The Institute lor Arms Control and 
Peace held an International Arms Control 
Symposium December 17 through 20, 1962, 
In the Horace Rackham Building at the Uni¬ 
versity of Michigan. One of the planned pro 
jects called lor the systematic house to hous 
search ol the entire United Sta.. * for arms 
of any kind. The search Is to /C made by 
the U.S.Army by blocking oil live states at 
a lime, beginning in the western part o( the 
United States. All privately owned llrcarms 
are to be seized under this plan and Ihe 
entire civilian population completely dlsarme* 
by Ihe end ol 1965. This is to make easle 
the policing by the United Nations "Peace- 
Keeping" International Police Force. 

Studies of every kind with regard to 
civilian resistance, possible civil war, up¬ 
risings, revolts, expected when Ihe citizens 
discover their plight, are being made with 
the aid of experts in all fields including burr 
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behavior scientists and mental health experts.

(overthrow of existing governments by any

A champion of "Civil 
Rights" for Negroes, he overlooks the civil 
rights of all Americans who are being threat¬ 
ened by the International Communist Conspir¬ 
acy operating within the United States.

Adam's father, Avraham Yarmolinsky, 
was born in Russia in 1890 and came to the 
United States in 1913. He was educated in tfc 
Neurological Institute of St. Petersburg in 
Russia, the University of Neuchatel in Switz 
erland, the City College of New York and Co 
lumbia University in NewYorkCity. He mat 
ried Babette Deutsch on April 28, 1921. He 
taught Russian at C.C.N.Y. and for many 
years was in charge of the Slavonic Divisior 
of the New York Public Library. His interei 
in the Communist Conspiracy goes back to it 
early days in the United States when he be-. ; 
came affiliated with the John Reed Clubs of 
the United States, named after one of the 
founders of the Communist Party U. S. A. , •= 
whose ashes are now interred in a place of 
honor inside the Kremlin Wall in Moscow. 
The Special Committee on Un-American Ac¬ 
tivities cited the John Reed Clubs as "An 
organization whose affiliation with the Com¬ 
munist Party is clear beyond dispute. " 

On May 19, 1930 there appeared an adve 
tisement in the N. Y. Times signed by Avra 
Yarmolinsky and many others including a lo 
list of Communists. The ad protested attac 
on Communists which they called "red-baiti 
The sponsor of the ad was the John Reed Cli 
an Affiliate of the International Union of Re¬ 
volutionary Writers. Yarmolinsky 1 s name 
appears on Page 559 of the Dies Committee 
Report, Vol. L The Report states, "All the 
John Reed Club leaders are engaged in re¬ 
volutionary activities. " (Page 561) 

Avraham Yarmolinsky was on the Board 
of Directors of the American Russian Insti¬ 
tute, cited as "A Communist controlled or¬ 
ganization which was intimately linked with

the Institute of Pacific Relations"by the Sen¬ 
ate Judiciary Committee Report #2050, I.P.R., 
July 2, 1952. The Attorney General of the 
United States cited it as Communist to the 
Loyalty Review Board on April 27, 1949. 

Avraham Yarmolinsky was an Adviser 
for the American Pushkin Committee, cited 
as a Communist front, and became Vice Chair¬ 
man of their Executive Committee. Serving 
with him were W. E. B. DuBois, Corliss 
Lamont, Paul Robeson, Rockwell Kent and 
others now publicly identified as Communists. 
Yarmolinsky was a writer and translator of 
books and poems from Russian into English 
for the International Publishers, cited by 
the Special Committee.on Un-American Ac¬ 
tivities as "the official publishing house of 
the Communist Party in the United States 
and a medium through which extensive Soviet 
propaganda is subsidized in the United States. " 

It was also cited by the Attorney General of 
the United States as the Communist Party's 
Publishing House. 

Adam's mother, Babette Deutsch, was 
born in New York City in 1895 and graduated 
from Barnard College. She lectured in Eng¬ 
lish at Columbia University and through the 
years has been an author, poet and trans¬ 
lator of books from Russian to English, work¬ 
ing, with her husband. She has always been 
known under her maiden name. Her affilia¬ 
tion with Communist causes began long ago 
and has continued right up to the present. 

She was active in the Communist revolut¬ 
ionary'John Reed Clubs along with herhusband, 
and was an early foe of Congressional Com- 
roittees investigating Un-American Activities. 
{See Page 939, Appendix IX, 1944.) 

. Babette Deutsch was a member of the Non 
..Partisan Committee for the Re-election of Con- 
gressman Vito Marcantonio, cited as a Com¬ 
munist front by the Special Committee on Un- 
American Activities as shown on Page 130 of 
the Guide to Subversive Organizations. Her 
name is listed on Page 1375 of the Committee 
Report (1944.) On the Committee with her 
were John Howard Lawson,-Maxwell Stewart, 
Langston Hughes and Louise Thompson who 
have been identified as Communists. 

Mrs. Yarmolinsky was a writer for "Soviet 
Russia Today, " cited as a Communist-controlled 
publication by the Senate Judiciary Committee 
(Senate Report #2050, July 2, 1952, Pages 96 
and 146.) She was a sponsor for the American 


Student Union, cited as a "Communist front 
which was the result of a united front gather¬ 
ing of young Socialists and Communists in 
1935. The Young Communist League took 
credit for the creation of the organization. " 
(from Guide to Subversive Organizations, 
Page 31.) Sponsors with Babette Deutsch in¬ 
cluded Anna Louise Strong who now works fo 
the International Communist Conspiracy as 
an "Open Communist." 

Babette Deutsch was a sponsor for and a 
Committee Member of the Citizens Committei 
for Harry Bridges, cited as Communist by tl 
Attorney General of the United States to the 
Loyalty Review Board, April 27, 19 49. It wa 
described as a "Communist front formed to 
oppose the deportation of Harry Bridges, Co 
munist Party member and leader of the disas 
trous San Francisco General Strike of 1934 
which was planned by the Communist Party.' 
(from the Guide to Subversive Organizations 
1961 Edition, Page 43.) On the Committee 
with Mrs. Yarmolinsky were Paul Robeson, 
Rockwell Kent, John Howard Lawson and oth 
well-known Communists. 

Babette Deutsch was a sponsor for the 
Writers and Artists Committee for Medical 
Aid to Spain, a cited Communist front as 
shown in Appendix EX, Page 1765 of the 
Special Committee on Un-American Activitie 
On the Committee with her, providing aid fbi 
the Communists in Spain were L<angston Hugl 
Rockwell Kent, et al. 

Mrs. Yarmolinsky worked with her husbc 
translating Russian books for the Internation 
Publishers, official publishing house of the 
Communist Party in the United States. As 
late as 1961 she openly advocated the abolitic 
of the House . Committee on Un-American Ac 
tivities. 

Babette Deutsch was a sponsor for the 
"Peace Patriots" who were promoting "Uni¬ 
versal Total Disarmament" at the Geneva 
Conference of 1932. (The Peace-Mongers noi 
have succeeded. ) Mrs. Yarmolinsky was on 
the National Committee to Aid the Striking 
Miners, along with Communists (Rev.) 
Elliott White (who was a stockholder in the 
"Daily Worker") and Robert Dunn. She has 
received awards from "The Nation" and the '

and transcripts of the hearings. The study 
covered 350 cases and the project cost the 
Fund for the Republic $192, 710.

A U. S. Army Intelligence Report referred 
to in sworn testimony before the Senate Armed 
Services Committee states that Yarmolinsky,

The International Communist Conspiracy 
has been successful because it is able to ad¬ 
just to any given set of circumstances. In 
Israel, which is an official Jewish state. Com¬ 
munists are openly elected as Parliament 
members.

In 
France, several million Protestants belong 
to the Communist Party and do not believe 
that in so doing they have rejected their re¬ 
ligion.

The documents 
and records which they seized showed Com¬ 
munist infiltration into the U. S. government, 
colleges, religion, Hollywood, etc. Party 
leaders were even meeting secretly in Wash¬ 
ington, D. C. with certain Congressmen and 
Senators. This was forty-two years ago and 
they have been making continual and success¬ 
ful progress since then. 

In October, 1941, Congressman Martin Dies 
of Texas, Chairman of the Special Committee 
to Investigate Un-American Activities in the 
United States submitted to Attorney General 


Francis. Biddle a list of 1, 124 employees of the 
United States government who were actual Com¬ 
munists or documented fellow-traveler s. Amont 
these were Alger Hiss, Donald Hiss, Harold 
Glasser, Harry Dexter White and many others 
who finally were exposed almost ten years later. 

On September 7, I960 the late Congressman 
Francis E. Walter, Chairman of the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities, stated, 
"More than one thousand known Communists 
are working for the U. S. government." The 
question no President has dared to ask J. Edgar 
Hoover publicly is, "On how many U. S. gov¬ 
ernment employees, now and in the past, has 
the F. B.I. supplied derogatory information to 
the appropriate government department heads?" 
The answer would shock the American public, 
since security clearances are now being given 
to security risks as they have been in the past. 

Regardless of what the F. B.I. has reported, ' 
a "higher-up" overrules the finding that the 
employee is a security risk and he remains on 
the job. In some cases derogatory reports 
mysteriously disappear from the security file. 

It is interesting to note that the last four Presi¬ 
dents of the United States caused the security 
files of all their appointees which required Sen¬ 
ate confirmation to be removed from the de¬ 
partments concerned. 

In this, the second of a series, we shall dis¬ 
cuss the backgrounds, contacts and activities 
of people now in our government, in the hope 
that members of Congress, urged by the Ameri 
can people, will see to it that all security risks 
in government are dismissed, and that proper 
safeguards are put into effect and treason pun¬ 
ished. The information regarding the individua 
discussed is known by the security officers in 
the various departments and the derogatory re¬ 
ports submitted have been covered up. 

One of these security risks now working for 
our government is Robert Warren Barnett. He 
is at present Deputy Assistant Secretary of State 
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for Eastern Economic Affairs. 

Robert Warren Barnett was born at Shang¬ 
hai, China, November 6, 1911. the son of 
American parents. His father, Eugene Epper¬ 
son Barnett, was a Y. M.C.A. official in 
China and a member of the Executive Commit¬ 
tee of the Federal Council of Churches. His 
mother was the former Bertha May Smith. 
Barnett graduated from the University of 
North Carolina in 1933. In 1934 he received 
his M. A. and became a Rhodes Scholar at 
Oxford University in 1936-7. He became a 
General Education Board Fellow at Yale, 
1937-9. From 1940-41 he had a Rockefeller 
Foundation Fellowship. He married Patricia 
Robertson Glover on April 26, 1940. 

His left-wing orientation manifested itself 
during his college days. He became associ¬ 
ated with Communists, Soviet agents, Com¬ 
munist sympathizers and out-and-out traitors. 
He was affiliated with the American League 
for Peace and Democracy which has been cited 
as Communist and subversive by the Attorney 
General of the United States and by Congres¬ 
sional Committees. He wrote articles for a 
number of subversive publications. 

One of these publications was ''Amerasia" 
the publication in whose offices the F. B.I. 
found hundreds of top secret documents sto¬ 
len from various government departments. 
"Amerasia" is cited in the "Guide to Subver¬ 
sive Organizations" as a "Communist-control¬ 
led magazine which was so closely linked into 
the Institute of Pacific Relations system that 
the I. P. R. family ordinarily treated it as 
simply another of their own publications. " 
Robert Warren Barnett wrote articles for 
"Amerasia" in the issues of March 1940, 

April 1940, July 1940, January 1941, May 
1941 and June 1941. 

He wrote articles for the publication "China 
Today, " cited in the "Guide to Subversive Or¬ 
ganizations" as "the official organ of the Com¬ 
munist-controlled American Friends of the 
Chinese People. There was a close interlock¬ 
ing of 'China Today' with the Institute of Pa¬ 
cific Relations." He wrote articles for "Pa¬ 
cific Affairs, " cited on Page 196 of the "Guide 
to Subversive Organizations" in their list of 
publications named as "Communist or Com¬ 
munist-front by federal authorities. " He 
wrote articles for "Far Eastern Survey," a 
publication of the I. P. R., listed in the "Guide 
to Subversive Organizations,"Page 187. 


first as a research associate, then as Secre¬ 
tary of the Washington, D.C. office, located 
at the time at 700 Jackson Place. 

In the Senate Internal Security Sub-Committee 
I. P.R. Hearings, on Page 137, the following 
telegram from Robert W. Barnett to E. C. Car¬ 
ter appears: "Hiss expresses admiration 
Rajchman's incisive mind sees no objection 
his participating conference. " E. C. Carter 
was Secretary General of the LP.R., Alger 
Hiss was a Soviet espionage agent, Dr. Ludwig 
Rajchman was a Polish expionage agent. 

Barnett has been associated with the follow¬ 
ing persons known to be disloyal to our govern¬ 
ment : Harry Dixter White, Alger Hiss, Frank 
V. Coe, l^uchlin Currie, Frederick Vander¬ 
bilt Field, Lt. Andrew Roth, T.A. Bisson. In 
addition to these he has been a close contact of 
known Communists and sympathizers. 

After service in the Army, Barnett was ap¬ 
pointed Assistant Adviser for Japanese Econo¬ 
mic Affairs of the Office of the Assistant Sec¬ 
retary of State for Economic Affairs, Nov. 7, 
1941. On Feb. 9. 1947 he was made Economic 
Adviser and U. S. Member ofthe Economics and 
Reparations Committee, Division of Japanese 
and Korean Economic Affair s. On Sept. 12, 1947 
he was made Acting Adviser of Occupied Area 
Economic Affairs and on May 2, 1948, full Ad¬ 
viser. On October 3, 1949 he was made Officer 
in Charge of Economic Affairs in the Office of 
Chinese Affairs. After China fell (was pushed) 
under Communist control, he moved along and 
was put in charge of Western European Econo¬ 
mic Affairs. In 1956 he was made Economic 
Counsellor at the American Embassy in the 
Hague, Netherlands. He was detached Sept. 20, 

1959 and went to Harvard University until June 26 

1960 when he was assigned to Brussels, Belgium 
On Nov. 26, 1961 he was made Deputy Director 
Foreign Economic Advisory Staff, Washington, 
D.C. and he is at present Deputy Assistant 
Secretary of State for Far Eastern (Economic) 
Affairs. 

Barnett's wife, Patricia, has just been given 
a government appointment in spite of a back¬ 
ground similar to her husband's 

Another appointment of doubtful merit by 
President Johnson is that of William P. Bundy 
as Assistant Secretary of State for Far Eastern 
Affairs. It was indicated that this appointment 
was made because of the bad situation in Viet¬ 
nam. However, the irony of this is that Wil¬

Bundy is the son-in-law of Dean Acheson, 
who will be remembered as the man who would 
never turn his back on Alger Hiss. Like his 
father-in-law, Bundy had a deep feeling of 
friendship for the traitor, Alger Hiss, and to 
prove it, Bundy collected funds for the defense 
of Alger Hiss after he was indicted. 

Bundy was Assistant Defense Secretary for 
International Security Affairs and in this job 
approved foreign military aid funds to the ex¬ 
tent of a billion dollars per year. No wonder 
we were so kind to Tito and Sukarno. Before 
this he had been an official of the C. I. A. Re¬ 
cent Soviet Intelligence defectors have given 
U. S. authorities details and names of Soviet 
agents, in fact cells, operating in the C.I. A. 

It was stated that the C.I. A. diverted huge 
sums of U. S. taxpayers' money into financing 
the Communist Party, U.S. A., the Commun¬ 
ist Party of Italy and Soviet Intelligence it¬ 
self. One of our diplomats in the American 
Embassy in Poland had been working for Soviet 
Intelligence for eighteen years. He was allow¬ 
ed to resign and slip quietly out of the U. S. 

Before the C. I. A. , Bundy worked for Coving¬ 
ton and Burling, Washington, D. C. law firm 
which is Dean Acheson*s outfit. Also working 
there as an attorney was another friend of 
Bundy, Donald Hiss, who is the brother of 
Alger, and also an identified Communist and 
Soviet agent. 

With these two top State Department offi¬ 
cials determining the Far East policy of the 
United States we can look forward to the fur¬ 
ther advancement of International Communism. 

The F. B.I. makes reports to the proper 
department heads on these matters and, of 
course, the Attorney General, who is in charge 
\/ over the F. B. I. , is aware of all matters af¬ 
fecting our national security. It would seem 
impossible to believe that the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral would take no action until we remember 
that a man like identified Communist lawyer, 
John rt.bt, once worked in the Department of 
Justice. This is the JohnAbt whom Commun¬ 
ist Lee Harvey Oswald wanted as his lawyer. 
Abt is the top Communist lawyer in the U. S. 
and represents the Communist Party in mat¬ 
ters before the Warren Supreme Court. 

This same Communist John Abt was at one 
time Special Assistant to the Attorney General 
of the United States and supervised cases in 
the Anti-Trust Division. He was also at one 
time Chief Counsel to a Senate Committee where 
he had a large group of Communists working on 


President Johnson cannot be held responsible 
for the Communists and agents taken into our 
government during previous administrations, 
but he is responsible for not taking steps to 
clean out those who are still with us. He is 
also responsible for the bringing in of new 
security risks and the promoting of known 
security risks. Senator William E. Jenner, a 
great American patriot, once stated with wisdom 
"We cannot entrust the future to those in our 
country who have betrayed us in the past. " 

We wonder what President Johnson thinks 
of the five separate articles written by former 
Marine Corps Col. Guy Richards of the New 
York "Journal American" on March2,3,4,5 and 
6, 1964. These articles showed that Soviet In¬ 
telligence has penetrated every U.S. Depart- ^ 
ment and Agency except the F. B. I. , that the 
C.I. A. diverted $1,200, 000. 00 of U. S. taxpay¬ 
ers' money, of which $400,000. 00 went to the 
Communist Party of the U. S., $400, 000. 00 to 
the Communist Party of Italy, and $400,000.00 
to Soviet Intelligence. Col. Richards reports 
that the Soviet defector gave the C. I. A. names 
of spies in high level positions in our State De¬ 
partment but nothing was ever done about it. 

The involvement of the C.I. A. in Panama 
was reported in the Congressional Record in 
an article concerning former Ambassador 
Joseph S. Farland of West Virginia (a former 
F.B.I. agent) who resigned in August 1963. 

Mr. Farland stated that upon his return from 
Panama in August a White House assistant, 
Ralph Dungan, called DepartmentHeads and told 
them not to grant interviews to Mr. Farland. 
Mr. Farland waited in Washington three weeks 
to be "debriefed" but none of the State Depart¬ 
ment people would see him. Dean Rusk, when 
questioned regarding Mr. Farland, said that 
he had been debriefed, which was a lie. Some 
of the facts that the State Department and who¬ 
ever gave Mr. Dungan his orders did not want 
known concern the activities of the C. I. A. 

The charge was made in the Congressional 
Record that the C.I. A. recruited anti-Commun 
ist patriots in Panama and Cuba and then their 
names were turned over to Castro's Intelligent 
They were then seized, tortured and killed. 
Newsmen on the scene in Panama reported tha: 
five Americans were hung and another hacked | 
to pieces by Communists. n 

The C.I. A. operated in precisely the same I 
way in the Balkans, we have learned. The j> 
C.I. A. set up thirty posts in the Communist- I 
occupied Balkan countries, using dedicated M 
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anti-Communists from the underground move¬ 
ments in these count-ies. Thereafter the 
names of each one were passed on to Soviet 
Intelligence which resulted in their being 
arrested, tortured and killed. 

The C. I. A. works in close cooperation with 
U. S. diplomats overseas. Where there are 
Communists or Soviet Intelligence infiltrators 
in either the C. I. A. or the State Department 
it is easy to understand how American for¬ 
eign policy can find itself in the deplorable 
predicament it is in. It has been charged 
that Soviet defectors have supplied detailed 
information to the C.I. A. involving indivi¬ 
duals in our State Department and others 
with the names and details. The investiga¬ 
tion of treason, espionage and subversive 
-activities in the United States is under the 
jurisdiction of the F. B. I. Charges have 
been made, and we have reason to believe 
they are correct, that the C. I. A. has delib¬ 
erately withheld such information from the 
F. B.I. From a secret office located at the 
corner of 17th St. and "H" St. , Washington, 

D. C. , in the same building with the Atomic 
Energy Commission, the C. I. A. frequently 
crosses over into F. B.I. jurisdiction in their 
investigations. The man in charge of this 
office is Tracy Barnes. 

Another recent appointment of the Johnson 
Administration is that of Frank Montero to the 
Staff of Chief of U. S. Mission to the U. N. , 
Adlai Stevenson. The appointment was made 
in spite of a security report which would have 
to show his affiliation with Communist-fronts, 
since they are a matter ofpublic record. Not 
long ago Frank Montero made atrip to Angola 
with Hulan Jack, former Manhattan Borough 
President, who has a long history of Com¬ 
munist front affiliations. It was reported that 
they met with revolutionary leaders and, while 
there, helped stir up sentiment against the 
Portugese government. Montero is married 
to a descendant of Cotton Mather, the well- 
known New England abolitionist. The aboli¬ 
tionists were the civil rights agitators of 
their day. The situation in the State Depart¬ 
ment is obviouslyunchanged from the day in 1952 
when the Grand Jury in an official presentment to 
the U. S. District Court Southern District of 
New York stated: "We have established the 
fact that in some of the most flagrant and ob¬ 
vious cases of disloyalty, the State Department 
gave the disloyal officials a clean bill of health 
to the United Nations. " This presentment was 
the result of over a year of investigating the 
American Communists approved by the State 
Department for employment in the U. N. 


The involvement of State Department officials 
in another revolutionary left-wing African gov¬ 
ernment is detailed in the following quotation 
from a hearing entitled "Ghana Students in the 
United States Oppose U. S. Aid to Nkrumah, " 
held August 29, 1963 and January 11, 1964 by 
the Senate Internal Security Sub-Committee. 

On January 11, 1964 the President of the Ghana 
Students Association of the Americas, Mr. K.A. 
Akwawuah, and the Secretary of the Associa¬ 
tion, Mr. W. K. Biddier, testified. Testimony 
showed that in 1961 Nkrumah was ready to flee 
from Ghana. He was out of funds and could not 
pay the army or civil servants. Mr. Akwawuah 
testified: "We also know that there were some 
people in the State Department who were aware 
and have sympathy for Nkrumah. They deliber¬ 
ately influenced the President of the United 
States to send this money (168 million dollars) 
to him, so he would be allowed to remain in 
power, to dictate to the people of Ghana, and 
also to sow the seed of communism in Africa. 

We know there are some State Department offi¬ 
cials who know this, and they deliberately help 
Nkrumah to remain in power." (The funds were 
approved by President Kennedy on the recom¬ 
mendation of G. Mennen (Soapy) Williams of 
the State Department for supposed use in hydro¬ 
electric construction.) Nkrumah would not be 
in power today had it not been for our financial 
help. 

So we see our financial aid is not really 
stopping Communism or even intended to do so. 
Instead it is bolstering Communist regimes 
and helping to topple non-Communist regimes, 
whether dispensed through the C. I. A. , or as 
loans or aid. Who is responsible?

The greatest fea 
the Conspiracy has is a grass roots awareness 
of the fact that a revolution is taking place, a 
change in our system of government, a take-O' 
from above, quietly, by people who pretend to 
be something they are not - loyal Americans.

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INTERLOCKING SUBVERSION, PART VI 


The atheistic International Communist Con¬ 
spiracy is a complex criminal conspiracy. At 
the beginning initiates are convinced by careful 
indoctrination that the Communists plan abetter 
world without discrimination, poverty, wars, 
and where human rights are respected. In or¬ 
der to bring this about one must look upon the 
struggle for independence (Communist take¬ 
over) as a war between Socialism and the im¬ 
perialistic capitalistic nations (principally the 
United States. ) 

The promoters of this anti-Christ philos¬ 
ophy teach that discipline is necessary; orders 
from above are never to be questioned just as 
in an army. In a war it is proper to lie, steal, 
cheat or kill since one is doing it for a just 
cause. Before too long the new Communist ac¬ 
cepts discipline and changes his concept of right 
and wronguntil eventually whatever aids the ad¬ 
vance of Communism is good regardless ofwhat 
it is, and whatever stands in the way of Com¬ 
munist progress is evil. They can justify any¬ 
thing, even to chopping up helpless people in 
the Congo and Angola, with the reasoning that 
this creates terror and accordingly the people 
will not resist and thus lives will be saved-so 
butchering an innocent victim becomes humane. 

At the upper level, of course, they know bet¬ 
ter andare simply criminals engaged in a pro¬ 
gram to take over the nations ofthe world, des¬ 
troy religion and reduce all but the Communist 
elite to the status of servitude. 

The Communist, whether adues-paying mem¬ 
ber of the Party or simply a Marxist believer, 
has no feeling of loyalty to any country. He looks 
on treason as patriotism. Many would, like the 
Rosenbergs, die for their cause. They are so 
devoted that the Communist Conspiracybe comes 
the most important thing in life. The fact that 
Stalin was exposed as a murderer, drunkard, 
sex degenerate who abused innocent young girls, 
does not bother them now that they have a new 
leader who loves "peace" even though he caused 
the murder of more people than Stalin. 


The Communists, since they are engaged in a 
criminal conspiracy, are fought best by expos¬ 
ure. This is the one thing they fear and this is 
what must be done, expecially to those in the 
higher levels. To expose is not simply to say 
there are Communists or agents or sympathizers 
working to destroy our country but to name then 
and show their backgrounds and the need for ac¬ 
tion to be taken against them.

■ preme Court decision which absolves the 
Communist Party from having to register, 
the New York "Times" on June 11, 1964

Oiga.ni2.cti.ou. " The view that the American 
branch of the International Communist Con¬ 
spiracy is a "tattered remnant" is shared by 
Bobby Kennedy, Dean Rusk and many others 

■ in our government, or so they would have the 
American public believe. The Number One 

/'expert on the Communist Conspiracy in the 
United States, J. Edgar Hoover, has been 
sounding warnings each year for almost thirty 
years. The officials in Washington know this, 
but would have us believe that Hoover is mis¬ 
taken and that there is no threat from within. 

The fact is that Communist inspired racial 
agitation is under way at this moment and there 
are reports of assaults, robberies, rapes and 
murders going on in various parts of our coun- 

v try. J. Edgar Hoover has warned of the infil¬ 
tration of Communists into the Civil Rights 
Movement. The F. B.I. has been warning the 
government department heads of pro-Commun- 
ist, homosexual and other type security risks 
and the same attitude prevails -- Let’s make 
Delieve it doesn’t exist. 

The worst offender in retaining security 
risks and bringing in new ones is the Depart¬ 
ment of State. Below are the backgrounds on 
some of the hundreds called to the attention of 
the Secretary of State eight years and still in 
their jobs, and one doubtful new one._

While in Tokyo he was also 
editor of an English language weekly news¬ 
paper. from iy4:6 to i?48 Lc was Utrectbi 
of research in the office of Supreme Com¬ 
mander for Allied Powers in Japan. On 
June 30, 1948 he was assigned as U. S. Con 
sul and Secretary of Embassy, Tokyo. He 
went to Bangkok April 7, 1952, U. S. Infor¬ 
mation Agency August 1, 1953, U.S. Em¬ 
bassy in Djakarta September 9, 1956 and 
then to Canberra on May 19, 1959. On Jar 
uary 10, I960 Spinks was made Director o: 
Intelligence Research for Asia, then Dir¬ 
ector of the Office of Research Analysis (It 
telligence) for Far East on August 20, I 96- 1 
and to Bangkok again January 27, 1963. 

Spinks was a dues paying member of the 
Institute of Pacific Relations and was a wri 
ter of articles for the pro-Communist magz 
zine, "Pacific Affairs. " He also wrote for 
"Far Eastern Survey," another magazine 
which was aiding the Communist Conspirac 
in China. Spinks was a close friend and 
contact of Lt. Andrew Roth who was indiej* 
in the Amerasia Case. He has been close i 
Emanuel S. Larson who was forced out of 
Naval Intelligence and was convicted in the 
notorious Amerasia Espionage Case where 
hundreds of top secret U.S. documents we: 
stolen and made available to the enemy. 

_One of Spinks’ friends was Thomas A. (T..‘ 
Bisson, an identified Communist and mem¬ 
ber of an espionage group. Another friend 
of Spinks was Rose Yardumian who was Se¬ 
cretary of the I. P.R. and who wrote for 
Communist publications. Spinks also num¬ 
bered among his friends Michael Greenber; 
who was proven to have collaborated with 
agents of Soviet Intelligence and who was 
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also connected with Amerasia. Spinks' 
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asso¬ 


ciation with Communists and Soviet agents has 
not hindered his career in government service. 
To the contrary, he has been promoted sev¬ 
eral times and assigned to top secret intelli¬ 
gence work.

THE AUTHOR 


Frank A. Capell is the Editor of the "Herald of Free¬ 
dom," a national anti-Communist educational bi-weekly. Be¬ 
ginning as an undercover criminal investigator (tight-roper) 
for District Attorneys and Police Commissioners, he later 
became Chief Investigator of the Westchester County (N. Y. ) 
Sheriff's Office.

INTRODUCTH .1 


This is the story of an American girl who was used by 
materialistic avaricious people, by false friends with bad ad¬ 
vice, by sex-depraved V. I. P.'s. She came under the influence 
of many whom she allowed, in child-like trust, to chart the 
course of her life and who led her to a premature grave. That 
she had become immoral cannot be denied but she was also kind 
and generous. Because she typifies the exploitation of trusting

The reason 
for their phenomenal success is, as the cynical saying goes, "not 
what they know but who they know. " 

The persons who decide to "play along" usually find 
that the "playing along" includes "playing around" and the "play¬ 
ing around" can be dangerous when important public figures are 
involved. These public figures must maintain some semblance 
of respectability and their public "image" must conform to the 
ingrained American moral standards. These standards are un¬ 
der heavy fire from atheists, pornographers and immoral ac¬ 
tors and actresses who set bad examples, but they have not yet 
broken down completely. Therefore the "playing around" of 
V. I. P. 's must be done quietly and privately and all efforts are 
made to see that the American public is unaware of Mr. V. I. P. 
being anything but a devoted husband and father. 

Marilyn Monroe's involvement with a V. I. P. (is there any¬ 
one who doesn't know that this stands for Very Important Person?) 
during the period just preceding her death was well known to her 
friends and reporters in the Hollywood area. This important per¬ 
son was and is ambitious, ruthless and will stop at nothing to at¬ 
tain his goal which is to be President of the United States.

V. I. P. 's with important names assume that they are beyond 
criticism and that no one will dare to mention the name. Usually 
Americans like to think the best of people and it takes a great deal 
of documentation to convince anyone that a V. I. P. could be involved 
in a sordid affair. But in the case of our particular V. I. P., his name 
has become one which no man may take in vain. A "martyred" presi 
dent whose whole career was built upon a public image very different 
from the real man has become the basis for deification of his whole 
family. Through one of the greatest (and most expensive) public re¬ 
lations jobs in all history a sacred name has been created which no 
one may speak against -- unless he wants to be denounced by an emo 
tionally keyed up populace, have his income tax returns gone over wi 
a fine-tooth comb or have his person or family jeopardized by officia 
harassment, social ostracism or economic reprisal. And this in the 
land of "freedom of speech" and "civil rights. " 

However, at the time of Marilyn's death this name was not 
yet sacred, just very important. Marilyn thought it would be a 
nice one to add to Dougherty DiMaggio Miller. She even thought 
she had reason to expect that she was going to do just that. Her 
untimely death put an end to her hopes and expectations. Her un¬ 
timely death also benefitted certain persons financially. After 
her untimely death the two people most closely associated with 
her took extended trips to Europe. Had Marilyn become a liabil¬ 
ity to her left-wing friends as well as a threat to the public re¬ 
spectability of her very important friend? 

Marilyn's doctor, Dr. Hyman Engelberg, was an identified 
Communist. The wife of her principal beneficiary was an identi¬ 
fied Communist. Her third and last husband was an admitted for¬ 
mer Communist whose break with the Party was not so clean that 
he would cooperate with a Congressional Investigating Committee. 
Her V.I. P. friend has not been unfriendly to the Co mmunist Party 
or its members during his term in office. He has played down 
the strength of the Communist Party and his views seem to conform 
to those of the New York "Times" which stated editorially June 11, 
1964: " It is time to give up this futile degrading persecution of 
the tattered remnant of the American Communist Party by trying 
to force it to proclaim itself a subversive organization. " 

When a person has become a liability or is getting out of 
hand, the Communist Party has no compunction in ordering his or 
her liquidation. Many "suicides" and "heart attacks" and "acci¬ 
dental deaths" are in reality murders ordered by the Communist 
Party. Marilyn was deeply involved with left-wingers and identi¬ 
fied Communists and her death has many suspicious aspects to it 
which we shall attempt to bring out by presenting documented evi¬ 
dence. 
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Inti eduction 
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As an old time investigator of criminal and subversive 
activities, the author is well aware of the possibilities of re¬ 
taliation, reprisal and revenge and has accordingly taken the 
necessary precautions of having several sets of documents 
and other evidence placed in the hands of a number of patri¬ 
otic key individuals, including newspapermen and members of 
Senate and House Committees. Many dedicated anti-Commun- 
itst have worked with the author in obtaining the facts and docu¬ 
mentation contained in this short book.

THE VICTIM 


At 4:25 A.M. on Sunday, August 5, 1962, the telephone 
rang at Los Angeles Police Headquarters. A man, stating he 
was Dr. Hyman Engelberg, reported the death of a movie star, 
Marilyn Monroe. Instantly the call was relayed to the West Los 
Angeles Police Division. 

Was this just a routine case of suicide--a movie star, be¬ 
ginning to age, whose contract with 20th Century Fox had been 
cancelled? This was what the papers and radio announced and, 
except for the fact that Marilyn Monroe was an international ce¬ 
lebrity, the "suicide" would have gone almost unnoticed by the 
public. However, the public was ghoulishly interested and so 
all her friends were interviewed by reporters, as were her doc¬ 
tor, psychiatrist, housekeeper, press agent, etc. The incred¬ 
ible contradictions in the different statements did not seem to 
bother anyone. The Los Angeles "Herald Examiner" on Aug. 6, 
1962, quoted Marilyn's psychiatrist, Dr. Ralph R. Greenson: 
"Marilyn had talked with me at 5:50 P. M. Saturday evening 
(Aug. 4, 1962. ) She appeared distraught. I told her to take a 
drive and relax." The same newspaper on Aug. 15, 1962 quo¬ 
ted Marilyn's press secretary and close friend, PatNewcomb, 
as saying, "Saturday she was getting things done inside the 
house - she loved it. This was the first home she ever owned 
herself. She was as excited about it as a little girl with a new 
toy when I last saw her at 6:30 P. M. Saturday. Nothing about 
her mood or manner had changed. She said to me, 'I'll see 
you tomorrow. Toodle-loo'." 

Born Norma Jean Baker, Marilyn had been raised in 
foster homes until she was sixteen. Her early life was unhappy, 
in fact miserable, and she had been abused both physically and 
carnally at an early age. When the opportunity presented itself 
she quickly married to get out on her own. Her first husband 
was James Dougherty, a Van Nuys, California, policeman. Af¬ 
ter an unhappy marriage and a turn at modelling, Marilyn came 
under the guidance and influence of Lee Strasberg, who was con¬ 
nected with the New Theatre, and the Film and Photo League, 
both of which had been cited as Communist fronts by Congres¬ 
sional Committees. Strasberg maintained a Svengali-like in¬ 
fluence over Marilyn to such an extent that she left him a sum 
of money in her will. It has been estimated he will get almost 
half a million dollars. 

Like leeches, the left-wingers managed to cling to Mari¬ 
lyn through her years of success in Hollywood. Her marriage 
to Joe DiMaggio, while unsuccessful, was one which might have 
been happy if they had been left alone. Joe sincerely loved her 
and deeply mourned her passing. He was aware of the influences 
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which had crept into her life and felt so strongly about it that 
he kept the "Hollywood crowd" away from her funeral. Among 
those excluded were Peter Lawford and his wife, the former 
Pat Kennedy, sister of the President of the United States. Joe 
had felt that something was wrong, that Marilyn was in danger, 
and had resigned his $100, 000. 00 per year job as Vice Presi- ' 
dent of V. H. Monette, Inc. in Virginia (suppliers of Military 
Post Exchanges) on August 1, 1962, to come to California to 
be near her. One of the last telephone calls that Marilyn re¬ 
ceived was from Joe DiMaggio, Jr. who was in the United 
States Marines. They had a friendship and respect for each 
other and Joe, Jr. was in the habit of asking Marilyn for ad¬ 
vice from time to time. 

After Marilyn and Joe were divorced, she married 
Arthur Miller, a playwright and admitted former Communist 
who refused to cooperate with a Congressional Committee and 
who therefore is still popular with the extreme left. Over the 
years Miller has made clear his lack of respect not only for 
women but also for God and country. Joe DiMaggio has pro¬ 
mised to give Miller the beating he deserves whenever he 
meets him publicly. Miller's new play, "After the Fall, " in 
spite of his denials, is obviously based on his marriage to 
Marilyn and is most unflattering to her while glorifying him. 
Marilyn's marriage to Miller was much publicized and ended 
in divorce. She returned to California after an absence of 
almost seven years and lived in an apartment on DohenyDrive 
until she built a home at 12305 Fifth Helena Drive, Brentwood, 
Beverly Hills Section, Los Angeles County. 

Marilyn, at the time of her death, had been working on 
a film,"Something's Got To Give," for 20th Century Fox Films. 
During the filming she became ill and lost twenty days out of 
thirty-two, causing the film company to cancel her contract 
in June, 1962. During one illness, Marilyn came under the in¬ 
fluence of a Beverly Hills psychiatrist, Dr. Ralph R. Greenson, 
of 436 North Roxbury Drive, Beverly Hills, California. He is 
a relative or very close friend of Marilyn's lawyer, Milton A. 
(Mickey) Rudin of the law firm of Gang, Tyre, Rudin & Brown, 
6400 Sunset Boulevard, Hollywood. Rudin has also been the 
lawyer for Elizabeth Taylor. Head-shrinker Greenson was 
charging Marilyn fifty dollars per visit and his bill from July 1, 
1962 to August 4, 1962 was $1,400.00. His statements to the 
press were that he was getting Marilyn off the use of barbitur¬ 
ates. It must have nullified his efforts, however, when a phy¬ 
sician friend of his who was also treating Marilyn kept pre¬ 
scribing barbiturates for her. This physician was Dr. Hyman 
Engelberg of 9730 Wilshire Boulevard, Beverly Hills who pro- 
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nounced Marilyn dead at 3:45 A.M. on Sunday, August 5,1962 
and signed her death certificate. Dr. Engelberg has been 
identified by three different witnesses as a member of the 
Communist Party. 

On Friday, August 3, 1962, these two doctors were 
very busy with Marilyn, according to their sworn affadavits 
supporting their claims for fees filed in the Superior Court 
of the State of California in and for the County of Los Angeles. 
Dr. Greenson shows that he "treated" Marilyn at his office 
on Friday, August 3rd for at least one and one-half hours. 

Dr. Engelberg shows that he visited Marilyn on the same 
day at her home for which he charged twenty-five dollars. 

He also swore he gave her an injection of some kind for 
which he charged ten dollars extra. In spite of her visits to 
and from doctors, however, Marilyn felt up to ordering fine 
liquors and food delicacies on the same day from Briggs 
and Co. of 13038 San Vicente Boulevard, Los Angeles, the 
bill totalling $49. 07. 

Dr. Greenson gave Marilyn a prescription for twenty- 
five capsules of Phenergan in 25 mg strength. This is an anti- 
histimine drug often used for allergy. He also gave her a pre¬ 
scription for twenty-five Nembutal capsules in one and one- 
half grain strength. The prescriptions were dated August 3, 
1962 and were filled by the Vicente Pharmacy, 12025 San 
Vicente Boulevard, Los Angeles. They assigned number 
20857 to the Phenergan prescription and number 20858 to 
the Nembutal prescription. Dr. Engelberg told the police 
on August 5th and their report shows that he had prescribed 
a refill ofNembutal "abouttwo days ago" and that there should 
have been about fifty capsules at the time of the refill. This 
is completely false. The prescription was dated August 3, 

1962 and it called for only twenty-five capsules. It was not 
a refill since it was given a new number. 

Pat Newcomb, Marilyn's close friend, when question¬ 
ed about the events prior to Marilyn's death stated: "I had ar¬ 
rived at the house Friday night after work. I was fighting a 
bad case of bronchitis and had decided to enter a hospital for 
a complete rest. But Marilyn had called me and said why 
don't you come out here. You can have all the privacy you 
want. You can sun in the back and you won't have to go to a 
hospital. I found her in wonderful spirits. She was in a good 
mood, a very happy mood. Friday night we had dinner in a 
quiet restaurant near her home." Miss Newcomb stated that 
part of Marilyn's happiness was due to the decision of 20th 
Century Fox to resume making the film, "Something's Got

If we are to accept Dr. Greenson's story, he would 
have been trying to put Marilyn to sleep while she and Pat 
Newcomb were enjoying each other's company and Marilyn 
was in a "good mood, a happy mood" as stated by Miss New¬ 
comb who did not leave until 6:30 P.M. and makes no mention 
of seeing any psychiatrist trying to put Marilyn to sleep. To 
the contrary Marilyn told her very gaily, "I'll see you tomor¬ 
row. Toodle-loo." At 7:00 P.M. Marilyn reportedly talked 
on the telephone to Peter Lawford, who invited her to come 
over to a dinner party. 


According to the police report Marilyn had retired at 
about 8:00 P.M. on Saturday, August 4, 1962. This information 
was given to them by Marilyn's housekeeper, Mrs. Eunice Mur¬ 
ray. She stated she saw a light under the door in Marilyn's room 
at 12:00 Midnight but went back to bed. At 3:30 A. M. she looked 
again and saw the light under the door. The door was locked so 
she walked around and looked in the bedroom window. She said 
she saw Marilyn "lying in bed on her stomach with the phone re¬ 
ceiver in her hand." She stated she called Marilyn's psychia¬ 
trist and he told her to call Dr. Engelberg, which she did. Dr. 
Greenson arrived at 3:40 A.M., he stated, and broke the window 
pane in the bedroom window. He entered through the window, re¬ 
moved the telephone from her hand and found her "probably dead" 
(rigor mortis had already set in.) About ten minutes later at 
3:50 A.M. Dr. Engelberg arrived and pronounced her dead (she had 
been dead for at least three to six hours already.) Finally at 
4:25 A.M. Dr. Engelberg called the police who had a man on the 
scene in minutes. He was Sgt. Clemmons who in turn notified 
detectives, after which Sgt. Byron took charge of the investiga¬ 
tion. The Coroner's Office was notified by 5:25 A.M. The Coro¬ 
ner showed the time of death as 3:40 A. M. while the police, being 
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To Give," with their star back in the role. It also pleased 
her that when completed portions of the film were shown to 
studio executives in New York there was a great deal of ex¬ 
citement. Dr. Greenson painted a different picture when 
he was questioned by police. The police report shows, "Dr. 
Greenson had seen the deceased on August 4, 1962 (Saturday) 
at 5:15 P. M. at her request because she was unable to sleep. 
He had been treating her for about one year. " Why she should 
want to go to sleep at 5:15 P. M. in the afternoon he did not say, 
nor would it seem logical for her to want to go to sleep since 
she had a guest (Pat Newcomb) with her. In explaining a bill 
of $1,400. 00 submitted to Marilyn's estate for payment. Dr. 
Greenson had this to say, "All office visits lasted a minimum 
of one and one-half hours. All visits to the home were ap¬ 
proximately two hours in duration. " 





Death Report of Marilyn Monroe - Los Angeles Police Dept. 

Marilyn Monroe on August 4, 1962 retired to her bedroom at 
about eight o'clock in the evening; Mrs. Eunice Murray of 
933 Ocean Ave. , Santa Monica, Calif., 395-7752, CR 61890, 
noted a light in Miss Monroe's bedroom. Mrs. Murray was 
not able to arouse Miss Monroe when she went to the door, 
and when she tried the door again at 3:30 A. M. when she noted 
the light still on, she found it to be locked. Thereupon Mrs. 
Murray observed Miss Monroe through the bedroom window 
and found her lying on her stomach in the bed and the appear¬ 
ance seemed unnatural. Mrs. Murray then called Miss Mon¬ 
roe's psychiatrist, Dr. Ralph R. Greenson of 436 North Rox- 
bury Drive, Beverly Hills, Calif, CR 14050. Upon entering 
after breaking the bedroom window,- he found Miss Monroe 
possibly dead. Then he telephoned Dr. Hyman Engelberg of 
9730 Wilshire Boulevard, also of Beverly Hills, CR 54366, 
who came over and then pronounced Miss Monroe dead at 
3:35 A. M. Miss Monroe was seen by Dr. Greenson on Au¬ 
gust 4, 1962 at 5:15 P. M. , at her request, because she was 
not able to sleep. She was being treated by him for about a 
year. She was nude when Dr. Greenson found her dead with 
the telephone receiver in one hand and lying on her stomach. 
The Police Department was called and when they arrived they 
found Miss Monroe in the condition described above, except 
for the telephone which was removed by Dr. Greenson. There 
were found to be 15 bottles of medication on the night table and 
some were prescription. A bottle marked 1 l/2 grains Nem¬ 
butal, prescription #20853 and prescribed by Dr. Engelberg, 
and referring to this particular bottle, Dr. Engelberg made 
the statement that he prescribed a refill for this about two 
days ago and he further stated there probably should have 
been about 50 capsules at the time this was refilled by the 
pharmacist. 


COPY OF MARILYN'S DEATH 
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Follow-up Report of L. A. Police Department 

Dr. Greenson received a telephone call from Mrs. Eunice 
Murray who is the reporting person, at 3:30 A. M. on 8/5/62, 
wherein she stated she was unable to get into Miss Monroe's 
bedroom, and also that the light was on. He instructed her 
to pound on the door and look through the bedroom window, 
after which she should call him again. Mrs. Murray called 
back at 3:35 A.M. and said that Miss Monroe was lying on the 
bed with the telephone in her hand, and that she looked strange. 
Having dressed by this time. Dr. Greenson left his home to 
go to the residence of the deceased, which is about one mile 
away. Dr. Greenson also told Mrs. Murray to call Dr. En- 
gelberg. 

It was about 3:40 A. M when Dr. Greenson arrived at the home 
of the deceased. He broke the window pane and entered the 
home through the window and then he removed the telephone 
from the deceased's hand. 

Rigor Mortis had set in. Dr. Engelberg arrived at 3:50 A. M. 
and pronounced Miss Monroe dead. The two doctors, above 
named, talked for a few minutes. It is the belief of both of 
them that it was about 4:00 A.M. when Dr. Engelberg tele¬ 
phoned the Police Department. 

A check with the Complaint Board and WLA Desk indicates 
that the telephone call was received by the Police Department 
at 4:25 A. M. Miss Monroe's telephone, which is GR 61890, 
has been checked and it was found that no toll calls were made 
during the hours of this occurrence. The telephone number of 
472-4830 is being checked at the present time.

ACUTE BARBITURATE POISONING

EXTERNAL EXAMINATION: 

The unembalmed body is that of a 36-year-old 
well-developed, well-nourished Caucasian 
female weighing 117 pounds and measuring 
65£ Inches In length. The scalp is covered 
with bleached blond hair. The eyes are 
blue. The fixed lividity is noted in the 
face, neck, chest, upper portions of arms 
and the right side of the abdomen. The 
faint lividity which disappears upon pressure 
is noted in the back and posterior aspect 
of the arms and legs. A slight ecchymotic 
area is noted in the left hip and left side 
of lower back. The breast shows no signif¬ 
icant lesion. There is a horizontal 3-lack 
long surgical scar in the right upper 
quadrant of the abdomen. A suprapubic 
surgical scar measuring 5 inches in length 
is noted. 

DIGESTIVE SYSTEM: 

The esophagus has a longitudinal folding 
mucosa. The stomach is almost completely 
empty. The contents is brownish mucoid 
fluid. The volume is estimated to be no 
more than 20 cc. No residue of the pills 
is noted. A smear made from the gastric 
contents and examined under the polarized 
microscope shows no refractile crystals. 

The mucosa shows marked congestion and 
submucosal petechial hemorrhage diffusely. 

The duodenum shows no ulcer. The contents 
of the duodenum is also examined under 
polarized microscope and shows no refractile 
crystals. The remainder of the small 
intestine shows no gross abnormality. The 
appendix is absent. The colon shows 
marked congestion and purplish discoloration.

uncertain, showed the time of death between 8:00 P. M. on 
Saturday, August 4th, and 3:35 A.M. on Sunday, August 5th. 

By 10:30 A.M., Sunday, August 5, 1962, an autopsy 
had been performed by T. Noguchi, M. D. , Deputy Medical 
Examiner and a report was prepared, file #81128. In the ' 
section of the report entitled "Digestive System, " Dr.Noguchi 
stated, "The stomach is almost completely empty. The con¬ 
tents is brownish mucoid fluid. The volume is estimated to 
be no more than 20 cc. No residue of the pills is noted. A 
smear made from the gastric contents and examined under 
the polarized microscope shows no refractile crystals. The 
mucosa shows marked congestion and submucosal petechial 
hemorrhage diffusely. The duodenum is also examined under 
polarized microscope and shows no refractile crystals. The 
remainder of the small intestine shows no gross abnormality. 
The appendix is absent. The colon shows marked congestion 
and purplish discoloration. 

Physicians questioned by the author knew of no case of 
acute barbiturate poisoning causing death by ingestion of over¬ 
dose in which some residue of the drug was not found in the 
stomach or duodenum. Yet Dr. Noguchi could not find a single 
crystal of the drug during his microscopic examination. 

The Case Report of the Coroner, County of Los An¬ 
geles, recorded on Tape #258B, start 478, end 496, and the 
hand written questionnaire form signed by C. Pace, Deputy, 
show some interesting information. Condition of the body was 
stated to be "discolored." Remains were removed by Clarence 
Pierce and brought in by Dambacher and Pace at 9:00 A. M. , 
Sunday, August 5, 1962. Deputy Coroner Pace in a hand writ¬ 
ten section of the report under title "Remains," writes: "Ob¬ 
tained the following from Guy Hackett of Westwood Village Mor 
tuary. Deceased was found at approximately 3:05 A.M. by hous 
keeper Eunice Murray, who got up to check on deceased and sh< 
found the bed room door locked. She called Dr. Engelberg (Not 
She told police she first called Dr. Greenson. ) who came over 
immediately. The doctor took a poker from the fireplace and 
broke the bed room window to gain admittance. Dr. pronouncei 
death at 3:35 A. M. The mortuary attendant stated all doors to 
residence were sealed. Deceased's mother is apparently in a 
sanitarium. Body is discolored but no evidence of any trauma, 
(signed C. Pace) The report shows under "Reported As," - 
"Suicide?" 

Westwood Village Mortuary was assigned by the Co rone: 
Office to remove the remains from the residence of the deceasi 
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Body of Marilyn Monroe at Los Angeles Coroner's where autopsy 
and microscopic study showed no trace of barbiturates.

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This was as a result of a police call to the Coroner made by Sgt. 
Clemmons on August 5, 1962 at 5:25 A.M. A receipt (#677588) 
was issued for the remains. Fingerprints were taken before the 
deceased was removed. 

Dr. Noguchi, after he had completed his autopsy, ar¬ 
ranged for a toxicological study to be made of the liver, kidney, 
stomach and contents, urine, intestine and a sample of unem¬ 
balmed blood. The tests were to be made for alcohol and bar¬ 
biturates. The Los Angeles "Herald Examiner" of August 18, 
1962 quotes the Coroner, Dr. Theodore J. Curphey, as stating, 
"Toxocologist Raymond Abernathy found a lethal dose of Nembu¬ 
tal and an equally fatal dose of Chloral Hydrate. " The Report of 
Chemical Analysis Los Angeles County Coroner Toxicology Lab¬ 
oratory, Hall of Justice Los Angeles is dated August 6, 1962 and 
is signed by R. J. Abernathy, Head Toxicologist. The report 
shows material submitted for tests: l)quantity of blood, 2)kidney, 
3)liver, 4)stomach, 5)urine, 6)intestines, and 7)drugs (prescrip¬ 
tions found in containers found on deceased's night table.) In 
the toxocologist's report we find this important information - 
his findings show: "Blood - Ethanol absent. Blood - barbiturates 
4. 5 mg. per cent, Phenobarbital is absent." 

The findings, therefore, show no traces of barbiturates in 
kidney, liver, stomach, urine or intestines - only in the blood 
sample. No alcohol was found anywhere nor was any Phenobar¬ 
bital. The toxocologist's report does not support the statement 
attributed to the Coroner in the Los Angeles "Herald Examiner" 
on August 18th that a lethal dose of Nembutal was found and an 
"equally lethal dose of Chloral Hydratewas also found. " The 
toxicologist's report does not indicate any tests were made to de¬ 
tect Chloral Hydrate. Chloral Hydrate is also known as "knockout 
drops" and is a powerful drug which causes unconsciousness in 
a short time and causes death if given in quantity. 

Among the containers of drugs found in Marilyn's bedroom 
were one containing ten green capsules with the prescription num¬ 
ber 20570 which had been filled by the same druggist on July 25, 
1962 and called for fifty capsules of 0. 5 gram doses of Chloral 
Hydrate. On the same date another prescription was filled for 
her (#20569) which was for thirty-six tablets of Sulfathallidine, 
an antibiotic. The ChloralHydrate prescription was renewed for 
an additional fifty capsules on July 31, 1962, six days after the 
first prescription for fifty capsules had been filled. At the time 
of Marilyn's death on August 4th or 5th ten capsules remained. 
This would mean that a total of ninety capsules were used in ten 
days. The question arises as to what happened to them as it 
would have been impossible for her to have used them all even 
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Joe DiMaggio and Joe, Jr. at Marilyn's funeral. No ostentatation 
or hypocrisy, just sincere grief.

if she slept twenty-four hours a day. And why did the Coroner 
say she had taken a lethal dose of them when the toxicologist 
did not find any evidence of it or even make such tests? There 
is much to be explained by the authorities in this matter alone. 

Several columnists made mention at the time of Mari¬ 
lyn's death that there seemed to be need for a full inquest with 
the examination of witnesses. Either this was not done in spite 
of all the contradictions and unresolved questions, or it was 
done in secret and the report never placed in the file. As mat¬ 
ters stand the questionable findings of the toxocologist's report 
do not agree with the official statement of the Coroner. The re¬ 
port of the physicianwho performed the autopsy clearly shows 
no signs of drugs in her body organs and this would indicate the 
need for a full investigation. The physician who signed the death 
certificate pronounced her dead after rigor mortis had set in, 
but did not mention the fact or try to estimate the time of death. 
Both he and the psychiatrist failed to call the police for an un¬ 
necessarily long period of time. Even the Coroner made no at¬ 
tempt to fix the exact time of death. If it were not for the police 
reports, one would assume that she actually died at 3:40 A. M. 
Sunday, August 5th. Actually she may have expired at 8:00 or 
8:30 P. M. on August 4th. If we are to accept the word of Pat 
Newcomb that she left Marilyn at 6:30 P. M. on Saturday, Au¬ 
gust 4th, making no mention of having seen a doctor visiting 
Marilyn, the doctor must have arrived later if he did visit 
Marilyn as stated in his claim for payment from her estate. 

And if, as stated in his claim, his visits lasted for at least 
two hours, he could have been with her when she died. 

Efforts have been made to make it appear that Marilyn 
was depressed, morose and a potential suicide. While it is true 
that Marilyn had made four previous "suicide attempts" in her 
life, it is also true that they were not serious and were to gain 
sympathy when she felt lonely and in need of attention. The fol¬ 
lowing statements reported in the Los Angeles "Herald Exam¬ 
iner" would indicate she had no intention of committing suicide 
and was well experienced in taking proper doses of barbiturates, 
and the toxicologist's report shows no evidence of alcohol so she 
was not under the influence of liquor. Pat Newcomb is reported 
on August 6th as saying, "It just had to be an accident. Things 
were going too well for it to have been anything else. Why just 
last week a 20th Century Fox executive told her 'Look we can't 
replace you. 1 " Milton Rudin, Marilyn's lawyer, stated as re¬ 
ported on August 6th, "A telegram was found on Marilyn's table 
in the hall from Natalia Dansei Murray, New York Representa¬ 
tive of Anita Loos, offering Marilyn a starring role in a' new 
Broadway musical entitled, 'Go-Go. ' Two others were bidding 
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for her services - J. Lee Thompson, director of the film, 'Guns 
of Navarro, ' and producer Sam Spiegel. Marilyn had just turned 
down an offer to appear in a Las Vegas night club at $55, 000. 00 
per week." Mrs. Elizabeth Courtney, assistant to designer Jean 
Louis, well known Los Angeles couturier, stated as reported 
on August 12th, that Marilyn had just ordered a $1,600.00 gown. 

The press reports regarding the estate of Marilyn Monroe 
are interesting. They attempt to create the impression that her 
financial condition might have had something to do with her "sui¬ 
cide. " "Time"Magazine of August 17, 1962, page 50, states: 
"Marilyn's troubled financial state was suggested as meaningful. 
Apart from her $77, 500 house which carried a $35, 000 mortgage, 
her property consisted of some $4, 000 in cash plus clothing, furs 
and jewelry. For the past two years she had restricted herself 
to $20. 00 per week pocket money. " The fact is Marilyn had been 
spending $100.00 for face make-ups, $70. 00 for hairdos. Her 
psychiatrist's bill for thirty-four days was $1,400.00 and she 
was seeing Dr. Engelberg frequently at $25.00 per visit and pay¬ 
ing $20. 00 each for unnamed injections. She paid a photographer 
$200.00 per session. The Los Angeles "Herald Examiner" car¬ 
ried articles indicating Marilyn's estate was at least a million 
dollars. So she was far from impoverished and worrying about 
finances. 

Marilyn, in spite of all the medicines, tranquilizers and 
sleeping drugs prescribed for her, was found by the physician 
making the autopsy to be in good condition physically. Being a 
kindly soul, perhaps she gave some of the drugs away to friends 
when they visited her. Since the evidence indicates she had at 
least a million dollars, that 20th Century Fox had agreed to take 
her back in a starring role, that she had other lucrative offers, 
that she was happily furnishing her new home in a Spanish motif, 
there seems to be little basis for suicide. But what if she were 
helped along into the next world by someone who would either be¬ 
nefit financially or who feared she might disclose something he 
wished to conceal. Suppose, for example, a married man were 
involved, that he had promised to marry her but was not sincere. 
Suppose she had threatened to expose their relationship. 
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A look at the background of some of the people who 
were close to Marilyn at the time of her alleged suicide may 
give us a clue as to who has benefited by Marilyn's death. It 
will be noted that some have had strong affiliations with the 
Communist Party or with known Communist fronts. Others 
acted strangely after Marilyn's death. 

Dr. Ralph Romeo Greenson, M. D. , of 436 North Rox- 
bury Drive, Beverly Hills, California was Marilyn's psychia¬ 
trist and had been treating her for about a year. He is a couch 
analyst type of psychiatrist, which type of treatment seems to 
go on and on, ad infinitum. In recent years there has been a 
tendency in Hollywood for movie stars to have a personal ana¬ 
lyst as a status symbol. It is well known that many psychia¬ 
trists have advocated that their patients should not hesitate in 
en g a ging in conduct which most Americans would consider im¬ 
moral rather than have inhibitions. 

Dr. Greenson was born in Brooklyn, N.Y. August 20, 
1911and attended Columbia University from 1928 to 1930. He 
received his M. D. degree from the University of Berne, Switz¬ 
erland in 1934 and had special training at the Los Angeles In¬ 
stitute of Psychoanalysis. He has been on the faculty of the 
Medical College of Los Angeles. 

Dr. Greenson thought it perfectly proper to visit Miss 
Monroe or have her visit him as often as seven days a week, 
sometimes twice a day. Bearing in mind that he was charging 
fifty dollars per visit and that his bill for approximately one 
month was $1,400.00, one could come to the conclusion that he 
had a strong financial as well as professional interest in her. 
Dr. Greenson told several reporters who interviewed him at 
the time of Marilyn's death that he was breaking her of the ha¬ 
bit of taking sleeping pills, yet his friend Dr. Engelberg, who 
was treating Marilyn at the same time, was writing prescrip¬ 
tions for large quantities of sleeping drugs. His account of 
his actions at the time of the discovery of the body conflicts 
with the statements of other witnesses. 

The other doctor treating Marilyn at the time of her 
death was Dr. Hyman Engelberg. His office is located at 
9730 Wilshire Boulevard, Beverly Hills, California. He was 
born in 1911 and licensed to practice medicine in 1935. His 
specialty is internal medicine. In the period from June 28, 
1962 to August 3, 1962, which is thirty-five days, his bills 
showed that Dr. Engelberg made sixteen residence calls and 
that he gave a total of thirteen hypodermic injections of vari¬ 
ous types during these visits. All residence calls except 
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Dr. Ralph Greenson (and wife)-Marilyn's psychiatrist who saw 
her professionally on twenty-eight days from July 1 to August 4.

three were twenty-five dollars each. Three for some unknown 
reason were twenty dollars each. The charges for the inject¬ 
ions varied, some being four, five, six, ten and twenty dollars. 

Dr. Engelberg has had a long history, according to 
sworn testimony, of affiliation with the Communist Party, U. S. A. 
In the Senate Fact Finding Committee of Un-American Activities 
of the State of California Report for the Year 1948 we find the 
following information. 

Sidney Davison, who had been identified as a member of the 
Communist Party under the name of Sidney Martin and who 
was affiliated with the cited Communist school, Peoples Edu¬ 
cational Center, was subpoenaed to appear before the Com¬ 
mittee at its February, 1948, Hearing. His lawyer prepared 
a doctor’s certificate signed by H. Engelberg, stating that 
Davison was under his care and suffering from intestinal flu, 
and would be unable to answer the Committee's subpoena. 

Dr. Hyman Engelberg, who signed this certificate, is listed 
as a teacher in the Communist Peoples Educational Center. 

He was an instructor in this Communist school during the 
winter and fall terms of 1937. He was listed as a speaker 
at the Communist Conference on Thought Control at the Bev¬ 
erly Hills Hotel, Beverly Hills, California July 11, 1947. 

He was a subscriber to the Communist "Peoples Daily 
World" as of July, 1940. In September, 1947 Dr. Engelberg 
was one of the donors to the Spanish Refugee Appeal at the 
Paul Robeson Concert meeting in the Shrine Auditorium. 

The 1955 Report of the same Committee shows that Dr. 
Oner Barker, Jr. , in sworn testimony, identified Dr. Hyman 
Engelberg as a member of the Communist Party who belonged to 
the same professional unit of the Communist Party to which Dr. 
Barker belonged. In this same report Dr. Louise Light, in 
sworn testimony, identified Dr. Hyman Engelberg as a member 
of the Communist Party and swore that she personally knew him 
to be a member of the professional unit of the Communist Party. 

In the Hearings of the U.S. House Committee on Un- 
American Activities under date of May 28, 1954, Elizabeth 
Boggs Cohen, in sworn testimony, identified Dr. Hyman Engel¬ 
berg as a member of the Communist Party and swore that she 
knew him to be a member of a professional unit within the Com¬ 
munist Party of her own personal knowledge. 

Dr. Engelberg told the police that he had prescribed 
Nembutal tablets and that Marilyn had refilled the prescription 
a couple of days before her death. This would, he said, have 
made about fifty capsules on hand. The prescription indicated 
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Broken glass in French door leading to Marilyn's bedroom through 
which Doctor or Doctors entered to discover her body.

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called for only twenty-five Nembutal tablets and was not 
renewed. Two new prescriptions with new and consecu¬ 
tive numbers had been presented. This statement concern¬ 
ing the fifty tablets is, therefore, erroneous. 

It was Dr. Engelberg who signed the death certifi¬ 
cate and who showed the time of her death as 3:40 A. M. , 
Sunday, August 5, 1962. But at that time rigor mortis had 
already set in and apparently no effort was made by Dr. 
Engelberg to indicate that 3:40 A. M was an estimated time 
of death. Physicians questioned by the author stated that, 
while rigor mortis could set in in as few as three hours, 
taking into consideration the time .of the year, temperature, 
etc. , it would be more likely to occur in a minimum of five 
or six hours from the time of death. It would be more likely 
then that the death occurred some time between 8:00 P. M. 
and 10:00 P.M. on Saturday evening, August 4, 1962. 

In the Police Report-, Dr. Greenson stated he had 
gone to Marilyn's home after receiving a telephone call from 
the housekeeper, Mrs. Murray, and upon arrival, broke the 
bedroom window, and upon entry to the bedroom found Miss 
Monroe "possibly dead. " He stated he then called Dr. Engel¬ 
berg who came and pronounced Marilyn Dead at 3:35 A. M. 

Upon being reinterviewed by the police, Dr. Greenson changed 
his story to having asked Mrs. Murray to call Dr. Engelberg 
as soon as he, himself, had received the call from Mrs. Mur¬ 
ray. In the second interview with the police, Dr. Greenson 
stated he arrived at 3:40 A. M. and that Dr. Engelberg ar¬ 
rived at 3:50 A.M. on Sunday, August 5th. 

"Newsweek"magazine of August 13, 1962, page 40, 
states: 

"At .midnight, her housekeeper, Mrs. Eunice Murray, no¬ 
ticed a light in the actress' bedroom and when it was still on 
three hours later she went to investigate. The bedroom door 
was locked and there was no answer to her calls. Alarmed, 
she called Dr. Greenson, who then called another doctor when 
he was not able to force the door. The two broke the bedroom 
window and inside they found Marilyn Monroe dead in bed, nude, 
with the covers pulled up to her neck. " 

Photographs taken show that a small pane in a French 
door had been broken so that the catch was released. Dr. 
Greenson'-s statement to the police indicated he had broken the 
window with a poker from the fireplace. The housekeeper said 
she had telephoned Dr. Engelberg at the request ofDr. Green¬ 
son even before Dr. Greenson had arrived, and Dr. Greenson 
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had examined Marilyn and found her "presumably dead" by the 
time Dr. Engelberg arrived. 

Although both doctors tried to indicate they had called 
the police earlier, the fact is no call was made to the police 
until 4:25 A. M. , August 5th. The best explanation Dr. Engel¬ 
berg could give the police for not having called them immedi¬ 
ately was that he and Dr. Greenson were "talking. " 

Many questions come to mind regarding these doctors' 
actions and testimony. Why was Dr. Engelberg prescribing 
barbiturates when his friend. Dr. Greenson, was supposedly 
trying to have Marilyn avoid the,use of them? Why did the 
doctors fail to notify the police promptly as they are required 
to do? Why did they make conflicting statements as to who 
arrived first, who broke the window and/or door? Why did Dr. 
Engelberg not make an estimate of the time of death and clearly 
indicate that Marilyn had been dead for a number of hours? Was 
Dr. Engelberg acting under orders from the Communist Party 
and fulfilling an assignment given him by his superiors? 

The other person present at the time of the discovery 
of Marilyn's death was Mrs. Eunice Murray. While known 
as Marilyn's housekeeper, this woman did not stay regularly 
at Marilyn's home in the evenings. She stayed only occasion¬ 
ally and is really not the housekeeper type at all. For many 
years she worked as an interior decorator and had many ac¬ 
quaintances and friends in the movie colony. Mrs. Murray 
maintained an apartment at 933 Ocean Avenue, Santa Monica, 
California where she had lived for about a year with her daugh¬ 
ter, Jacqueline, who was single and about twenty- five years of 
age. 


Mrs. Murray told reporters in an interview between the 
time of Marilyn's death and her funeral that she had gotten her 
job with Marilyn through the psychiatrist. Dr. Ralph Greenson. 
Her competence as a "housekeeper" is attested to in an article 
appearing in "Life" magazine. Richard Merriman interviewed 
Marilyn a few weeks before her death and, giving his impres¬ 
sion of Marilyn during a long interview, stated that along about 
midnight Marilyn asked him how he would like a nice steak. 
When he agreed she went off to the kitchen and returned with a 
comment, "I am sorry, there is no steak in the refrigerator, in 
fact, there isn't even any food in the house. " 

Among the conflicting statements made by the witnesses 
of the discovery of Marilyn's body was one made by Mrs. Mur¬ 
ray who told reporters and the police that one of the things that 
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upset her on the night of Marilyn's death was that her bedroom 
door was locked. This should have come as no surprise to 
Mrs. Murray as Marilyn had been locking her bedroom door 
for years as a result of a fear she had of prowlers. 

After Marilyn's funeral Mrs. Murray checked out of 
her Santa Monica apartment and left no forwarding address. 

A check with other residents in the apartment house disclosed 
that shortly after Marilyn's death Mrs. Murray seemed to have 
come into some money and took off for an extended trip to Eur- 
f ope. Recent inquiries brought forth the information that she 

. has again made connections. It was stated she is with a family 

of means, one of the heads of which is in a sanitarium. 

The Los Angeles "Herald Examiner" on Tuesday, Aug¬ 
ust 14, 1962 stated, "According to Hollywood sources, two wo¬ 
men close to the star at the time of her death have departed the 
scene. Pat Newcomb, Marilyn's personal Press Agent, was 
reported 'no longer with us''at the Arthur Jacobs Agency. She 
was reported in Hyannisport, Massachusetts yesterday (Aug¬ 
ust 13, 1962) as a guest of the Peter Lawfords. The star's 
housekeeper, Mrs. Eunice Murray, has checked out of her Santa 
Monica apartment and left no forwarding address." 

MARGOT PATRICIA NEWCOMB, was press secretary 
for Marilyn Monroe and also a close friend. She was born on 
July 9, 1930 in Washington, D. C., the daughter of Carmen 
Adams Newcomb and the former Lillian Lee. She graduated 
from Immaculate Heart High School, Hollywood, California, in 
1948 and Mills College, California, where she took a Liberal 
Arts course, majoring in Psychology, in 1952. 

In April 1954, according to her government employment 
application, she started working for the Arthur P. Jacobs Co. 
of Beverly Hills as a publicist and writer at $50. 00 per week. 

She became an account executive which means she took care of 
one or more clients of the firm. In 1957 she went with Rogers 
and Cowan Co. , Beverly Hills, again in public relations. She 
remained with them until May, I960 when she went back with 
Arthur Jacobs Co. in Beverly Hills. Her job as she described 
f it was to "write and plant" press releases with top columnists 

and magazine writers in the United States and Europe. She al¬ 
so promoted campaigns for TV shows. Her principal client was 
Marilyn Monroe. 

At the time of Marilyn's death Pat lived at 120 South 
Canon Drive, Beverly Hills, California, and frequently stayed 
overnight with Marilyn. Pat is now in her thirty's and has re- 
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mained single. It is no secret in Hollywood and Beverly Hills 
that Pat and Marilyn were very close and that, while Marilyn 
had male interests mainly, Pat was not given to romantic in¬ 
terests in men. Both Marilyn and Pat were close friends of 
Mr. and Mrs. Peter Lawford who have a beautiful home at 
625 Ocean Front, Santa Monica, California. There have been 
persistant rumors that the Lawfords have been on the verge of 
a split for some time but stay together to help preserve the 
Kennedy family image. Their interests are reported varied, 
and they and their friends have ultra broadminded views. 

Bobby Kennedy usually attends the parties given at the Law- 
ford's when he is in town. 

Pat Newcomb, according to her own statements, would 
have been one of the last few persons to have spent time with 
Marilyn Monroe before her death. She had gone to visit Marilyn 
early Friday evening, August 3rd. They had dinner at a quiet 
restaurant nearby; she stayed overnight and had not left until 
6:30 P.M. on Saturday, August 4th. This would have beenwith- 
in a few hours of Marilyn's death. Miss Newcomb was a friend 
and confidant of Marilyn and often stayed overnight at her home. 
This last Saturday afternoon with Marilyn did not find the star 
morose, according to Pat, but gay and happy, sunbathing, looking 
over film scripts and playing with two cloth dolls, one a lamb and 
the other a tiger. 

After Marilyn's death Pat had a run-in with newspaper 
men and photographers as they were covering the story in Mari¬ 
lyn's home. She became hysterical and the police had to re¬ 
strain her. Her efforts to prevent photographers from taking 
pictures and reporters from getting stories qaused considerable 
difficulty with the press, to such an extent that her employer dis¬ 
missed her for this reason. Public relations firms are expected 
to maintain at least friendly relations with the press. After the 
funeral Pat Newcomb flew to the "Kennedy compound" at Hyannis- 
port, MassachussettB. 

After this Pat left the country and remained away for six 
months. During this period from August, 1962, to February, 1963 
she visited Germany, France, Italy, Holland, Denmark and SwitZ' 
erland. When she returned to this country she was put on the gov¬ 
ernment payroll as an information specialist (motion pictures) for 
theU.S. Information Agency, 1776 Penn. Ave. N. W., Washington, 
D. C. She was hired in a GS-13 rating at a starting salary of 
$12, 245. 00 per year. On her employment application she gave 
as references Mr. and Mrs. Peter Lawford, David O. Selznick 
and George Stevens, Jr. , the man under whom she was to work. Hei 
residence is at 2928 P Street N. W. and her duties interesting. . 
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"Through liaison with the U, S. motion picture industry to 
develop programs of participation of outstanding American motion 
picture personalities in traveling abroad to participate in programs 
of benefit to the Agency, including lectures, seminars, personal 
appearances and international motion picture events. " -- "To in¬ 
crease and augment U. S. prestige abroad through the increased 
circulation of creditable motion pictures produced by the Govern¬ 
ment or by the theatrical and non-theatrical agencies." --"To use 
motion picture specialists and experts for international cooper¬ 
ation and understanding. " These are high-sounding aims, but if 
the image of America is to be formed overseas with some of the 
films coming out of Hollywood it is little wonder that we are so 
intensely disliked in many areas of the world. 

When Pierre Salinger decided to run for Senator in Cali¬ 
fornia, Miss Newcomb left her employment with the U. S. I. A., 
either by leave or otherwise, and assisted Salinger with his po¬ 
litical campaign. Also assisting in this campaign are Mr, and 
Mrs. Peter Lawford and reportedly financing and masterminding 
the campaign is Bobby Kennedy. Reporters in the Los Angeles 
area have stated that Pat Newcomb obtained her government job 
through Robert Kennedy. Since Miss Newcomb shared many se¬ 
crets with Marilyn Monroe and was one of the last persons known 
to see her alive, one wonders if this government appointment was 
not a form of payoff for helping out and/or keeping quiet, and if 
so, what part did she play in the strange death of Marilyn Monroe? 

LEE and PAULA STRASBERG are two others who were 
closely associated with Marilyn over the years and right up to the 
end. At present they are connected with the Actors Studio in New 
York City. Mrs. Strasberg was identified as a member of the 
Communist Party on April 10, 1952 in sworn testimony before 
the House Committee on Un-American Activities, During these 
hearings it was brought out that she was a member of the Com¬ 
munist Party under the name of Paula Miller. Her husband also 
has numerous Communist front affiliations. 
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Lee Strasberg, according to the Hearings of the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities, was actively connected 
with the New Theater, official organ of the League of Workers 
Theaters, which was a section of the International Union of Re¬ 
volutionary Theaters. He was also connected with the Film and 
Photo League, a cited Communist front, which, together with the 
Workers Theater, was located in Rothenberg House which was 
named after the first General Secretary of the Communist Party. 
Lee Strasberg is shown in Appendix 9 of the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities to have had seven affiliations with Com¬ 
munist fronts. In addition to this he was the signer of a telegram 
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for the Civil Rights Congress, a cited Communist front. The tele¬ 
gram was to U. S. Attorney General McGrath and was on behalf of 
the Communist leaders. This was written up in the Communist 
paper, "The Daily Worker," on October 25, 1949, page 3. Lee 
Strasberg was a co-founder of the Group Theater and has been an 
instructor in drama for the School of the American Theater Wing. 
He has also been Director of the Actors Studio, television series. 

The Strasbergs had given theatrical instruction and coach¬ 
ing to Marilyn Monroe and exerted considerable influence over her. 
They were not bashful in accepting favors from her. There is a 
record of a phone call made by Paula Strasberg to Marilyn from 
Paris, France, and charged to Marilyn!s telephone bill. The call 
was to request money for plane fare which Marilyn obediently 
took care of by payment of $411.00. Paula Strasberg was in Bev¬ 
erly Hills around the time of Marilyn's death and there is record 
of a payment made to a travel agency for Paula's plane fare to 
New York City. Marilyn's check #1800, drawn on the City Nati¬ 
onal Bank at Beverly Hills in the sum of $205. 59 to Rand Fields 
Travel Agent.was dated August 2, 1962. The check was refused 
payment by the bank as Marilyn had died before it cleared. The 
travel agent had to file a claim with the estate in order to collect. 
The check shows in the upper left hand corner "For Mrs. Lee 
Strasberg A. A. L. to New York." Since airline tickets are paid 
for at the time of use, it is reasonable to assume that Mrs. Lee 
Strasberg was in Beverly Hills shortly before M arilyn's death. 

While there is no known evidence to indicate any involve¬ 
ment by either of the Strasbergs in the unfortunate death of Miss 
Monroe, it is interesting to note that Marilyn's new will, which 
was made a year and a half before her death, named Lee Stras¬ 
berg as the principal beneficiary. According to newspaper ac¬ 
counts, the sum he was to receive was approximately half a 
million dollars. 


The Strasbergs reside at 135 Central Park West, New York, 
N. Y. , the same address as that of Dr. Marianne Kris, a psychi¬ 
atrist, who had been treating Marilyn prior to Dr. Greenson. 


Another couple who benefited from Marilyn's will were 
Norman and Hedda Rosten. They reside at 84 Remsen Street, 
Brooklyn, N. Y. and were close friends of Marilyn and of Arthur 
Miller, her former husband. Rosten is a writer who, like Miller,- 
has a long list of affiliations with Communist fronts. He was a 
member of the Young Communist League, was affiliated with the 
Communist publication, "The Daily Worker," and "New Masses." 
He was a supporter of Communist Bookshops and many other 
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Communist fronts. 




Norman Rosten and Arthur Miller wrote a play together 
called "Listen My Children." The play ridiculed Congressional 
Investigating Committees which so effectively expose the enemies 
of our country and are consequently hated by the Communists 
and their friends. 


Other beneficiaries of Marilyn's will were May Reis, her 
former secretary, and Dr. Maryanne Kris, her former psychia¬ 
trist. May Reis resides at 299 West 12th Street, New York, N. Y. 
She received $10, 000. 00 cash and an additional $40, 000. 00 or 
twenty-five per cent of the estate, whichever was less. Dr. Kris 
resides at 135 Central Park South (same address as the Stras- 
bergs) and was to receive the balance of a $100, 000. 00 trust fund 
on the death of Marilyn's mother, Gladys Ealy also known as 
Gladys Baker, who is in a sanitarium. 

Marilyn's half sister, Mrs. Bernice Miracle, received 
$10,000.00; the Rostens received $5,000.00; and Mrs. Michael 
Checkhov of 3374 North Rowena Street, Los Angeles, California 
received an unstated sum. 


Marilyn's new will was dated January 14, 1961, a year 
and one half before her death. The will named Aaron R. Frosch, 
an attorney of the law firm of Weissberger and Frosch, 120 East 
56th Street, New York, N. Y. , as the executor. Frosch wired the 
Los Angeles Coroner on August 6, 1962 via Western Union as fol¬ 
lows: "I have possession of last will and testament of Marilyn 
Monroe dated Jan. 14, 1962. Names me as executor. I concur in 
release of her remains to Inez Melson (guardian of Marilyn's moth¬ 
er) and agree to any arrangements she will make for burial inter¬ 
ment. " - signed Aaron R. Frosch, 120 East 56 St., New York, N. "Y 

Arthur Miller, Marilyn's former husband, was not named 
in her will and was not close to her at the time of her death, in 
fact did not even attend her funeral. However, she was very much 
under his influence during the years of their marriage, which was 
performed by Rabbi Robert E. Goldberg. Incidentally Rabbi Gold¬ 
berg has had fifty-one affiliations with Communist fronts accord¬ 
ing to the Reports and Hearings of the House and Senate Commit¬ 
tees investigating Un-American Activities. Marilyn tried to fit 
in with the left-wing "intellectual" crowd to which Miller belonged 
without much success as she was definitely not the intellectual 
type.

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Hearings entitled "Investigation of the Unauthorized Use of U. S. 
Passports," June 1956, during which Miller testified. Miller 
protested the "persecution" of Soviet espionage agent, Gerhard 
Eisler, and the conviction of the twelve Communist leaders. 

When writing of Marilyn,"Life" magazine stated, "When 
Marilyn became the world's reigning symbol of sex there re¬ 
mained about her an air of decency and almost child-like inno¬ 
cence. " She was used by these left-wingers and manipulated for 
their own purposes. Who else may have used her and cast her 
aside when he no longer had any use for her? 
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Although Marilyn Monroe lived in the glare of pub¬ 
licity, one of the most fateful associations of her life was 
carefully shielded from that glare. Her friendship with At¬ 
torney General Robert Kennedy was well known to newspaper 
reporters and columnists in the Los Angeles and Hollywood 
area but never publicized. 

Many of the criticisms which were directed against the 
late President John F. Kennedy and for which he took full res¬ 
ponsibility were actually recommendations and decisions made 
by his younger brother, Robert F. Kennedy, the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral of the United States. This is borne out in a new book by 
Frank L. Kluckhohn who has been with the New York "Times" 
for almost twenty years as a Washington, Foreign and White 
House correspondent, and who was a ranking officer of the U. S, 
State Department from 1955 to 1961- Kluckhohn points out that 
after Otto Otepka testified before the Senate Internal Security 
Sub-Committee he was given the "full treatment" with ruthless 
efficiency on personal orders of Robert Kennedy. John Reilly, 
Otto Otepka's superior, who arranged for the telephone tapping 
of Otepka's phone and a search of his waste baskets, is a close 
friend of Bobby Kennedy. This is the same John Reilly who 
perjured himself before the Senate Committee in swearing he 
did not cause the telephone to be tapped and then later changed 
his testimony and admitted it. 


Under the direction of Bobby Kennedy the F. B.I. hasbeen 
frustrated as never before. Communists have defied the law re¬ 
quiring them to register without being arrested. Gus Hall and 
Benjamin Davis, heads of the Communist Party, U.S. A., al¬ 
though indicted three years ago, have never been brought to trial. 

It was on Bobby Kennedy's insistance that the U.S. Army was 
called into action to invade two states in "Civil Rights" cases, 
violating the sovereignty of the states. 

Paul Scott, in the Allen-Scott Report of May 11, 1964, ex¬ 
posed Bobby Kennedy's mad ambition to become head of the United 
States and leader of the "Revolution of Youth." The column states: 
"He has decided to go after the leadership of what is known in 
U. S. Intelligence quarters as the Revolution of Youth that is 

flaring excitedly throughout the world.-Kennedy has begun to 

align himself and his political future with the revolutionary aims 
of the youthful leaders of Africa, Asia and Latin America who 
represent a wide range of ideologies. — In a speech in Toronto 
Kennedy stated, 'We must recognize that the young in many areas 
of the world today are in the midst of a revolution against the 
status quo. -And we must recognize one central fact. They will 
prevail. They will achieve their idealistic goals one way or an-

ada: "If they have to pull governments down over their heads they 
will doit. I believe we must encourage them. "

"As proposed by Kennedy in this Canadian trial balloon he will 
call for U. S. Government support for such controversial lead¬ 
ers as Kenneth Kaunda, Northern Rhodesian Nationalist Move¬ 
ment, known pro-Soviet Marxist; Oskar Kambona, left-leaning 
Foreign Minister of Tanganyika; Jonas Savimbi, Angolan exile 
leader who has secret Russian ties; Sekou Toure, President 
of Guinea, a Marxist; Tom Mboya and Heckanova, left-leaning 
Philippines minister of finance." 

The Department of Justice, which formerly had seventy- 
five lawyers in the Anti-Trust Division, now has three hundred 
lawyers in that division and Bobby has been seeking even more in 
this department which is used to harrass and blackmail business 
firms. At one time Communist lawyer John Abt was an Assistant 
U. S. Attorney General in charge of this division and used it in 
the same way. It has been reported frequently that businessmen, 
particularly drug manufacturers, who donated drugs to bail out 
the Bay of Pigs prisoners and relieve the embarrassment of the 
administration, were given illegal tax exemptions as an induce¬ 
ment to give large donations. This was done under the direction 
of Bobby Kennedy. 

In the Congressional Record of April 11, 1962, Congress¬ 
man Robert Wilson cited the case of a newspaper publisher who was 
dined at the White House and then taken to the Department of Justice 
for a conference with F.obert Kennedy. The conference had to do 
with a possible anti-trust violation. So the orders went out thatthe 
publishers, columnists and newspapermen were to let up on criti¬ 
cism of the New Frontier. 

The boldness with which Bobby takes the law into his own 
hands is revealed in a column by Holmes Alexander on March 24, 
1962 which states, 

"Robert F. Kennedy ruled legal on Feb. 17, 1962 a ruling of 
U.S. Civil Service Chairman John W. Macy, Jr., which ac¬ 
cording to Senator John J. Williams of Delaware, makes the 
2, 122,069 Civil Service employees an arm of the Democratic 
Party. Robert Kennedy is quoted as saying, 'It would consti¬ 
tute a serious impropriety, a distinct breach of duty for Civil 
Service people to oppose the administration's policies in any 
form.'" 

Robert Kennedy was using the Attorney Generalship to perpetuate 
the Kennedy Klan's hold on the government rather than the pursuit 
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of justice. 


An example of Bobby Kennedy's ruthless and dictatorial 
nature is the case of General Edwin Walker (U. S. Army Resigned) 
who was illegally and forcibly taken off to an insane asylum, with 
statements given out to the press accusing him of urging students 
to defy the law in Mississippi. The charge of inciting to riot was 
preferred against him and a vicious smear campaign instituted 
against him until the average citizen who thinks he can believe 
what he reads in the newspapers was convinced that Walker was 
insane and a serious law violater. 

When his attorneys arranged for his release from the 
Government Mental Hospital, General Walker was examined by 
three prominent psychiatrists approved by the government. They 
found him to be not only completely sane but of superior intelli¬ 
gence. This finding was not given publicity so most people still 
think of him as insane. The grand jury examining the facts in 
the government's case against him found that General Walker did 
not incite the students to riot but rather had urged them to obey 
the law. The case against him was dismissed and the attempt to 
"get" him failed. 

The next attempt to "get"' General Walker also involved 
the Attorney General of the United States. The case was not given 
coverage in the United States but the German newspaper "Deutsche 
National Zietung" November 29, 1963 stated as translated from the 
German, 

"The murderer of Kennedy made an attempt on U. S. General 
Walker's life early in the summer when General Walker was sit¬ 
ting in his study. The bullet missed Walker's head only by inches 
Oswald was seized, but the following investigation - as it was re¬ 
ported to us - was stopped by U. S. General Attorney, Robert 
Kennedy. In the case that Oswald would have been investigated, 
he eventually would have been imprisoned for many years and so 
he would not have been able to commit the murder of John F. 
Kennedy, the brother of Robert Kennedy." 

In this case the admitted Communist assassin of President Kennedy 
was protected by the Attorney General. 

Another person Bobby Kennedy has been trying to "get" is 
Jimmy Hoffa. The Congressional Record of May 4, 1964, p. 9699 
shows the statement of Congressman Glen Cunningham of Nebraska 
in which he asked and received permission to place into the record 
an article which appeared in the Washington "Evening Star" March 
4, 1964 entitled "An Odor of Police State Methods, " by William S. 
White. In this article Bobby Kennedy is held responsible for "il¬ 
legal wiretapping and federal snoopery over the mail of private 
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persons." Congressman Cunningham also inserted into the re¬ 
cord a resolution adopted by 350 delegates to the AFL-CIO Con¬ 
struction Trades Legislative Conference held in Washington, D. C. 
on March 23, 1964. It reads in part as follows: 

"Whereas the Justice Department has spent seven years in an 
unrelenting drive to get Hoffa one way or another and - recent 
events in the trial of James R. Hoffa in the Federal Court in 
Chattanooga, Tenn. raise serious questions concerning the ad¬ 
ministration of justice in the United States and - the actions of 
the government during the course of the Chattanooga trial included 
the surveillance of the defendants, their lawyers and witnesses, 
the employment of labor spies for the purpose of subverting and 
disrupting Local Unions of the International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters and the interference with the defendant's rights to 
effective counsel through the planting of spies and informers 
who reported back the daily plans of the defense, which actions 
have led members of Congress to call for a Congressional in¬ 
vestigation and there is additional evidence indicating that the 
government attempted to influence the jury by providing liquor, 
gifts and other favors during the course of the trial making the 
trial one of the blackest pages in American justice and - this 
attack on James R. Hoffa is an attack on all members of or¬ 
ganized labor and on their basic rights and - the charges and 
protests made by members of Congress indicate a grave threat 
not only to the personal security of each official of every local 
union in America but also to the continuance of the free labor 
movement itself. Therefore the undersigned delegates convened 
at the Ninth National Legislative Conference and Construction 
Trades Dept, at Washington, D. C. on March 23, 1964 resolves 
that all officers and members of the local unions affiliated with 
the respective state, county and city bodies of the Building and 
Construction Trades Council be urged to immediately communi¬ 
cate with Lyndon B. Johnson, President of the United States and 
the members of Congress protesting the persecution of Teamster 
President James A. Hoffa and demanding a Congressional investi¬ 
gation at the earliest possible time. " 


Congressman Cunningham went on to say that "I would like 
to call to the attention of my colleagues the unhappy fact that a num¬ 
ber of witnesses who are available to testify on pertinent facts re¬ 
garding the Hoffa trial have been subjected to various pressures in¬ 
cluding threats of physical violence, economic reprisal and other 
-forms of intimidation. " 


In the Hoffa trial for allegedly tampering with a jury the 
government's main witness was Edward Grady Partin. Partin had 
been jailed for embezzling $1,600.00 in union funds. He had also 
been sentenced to,fifteen years in jail.for breaking into a restaur*, 





I IMPROPER INFLUENCE OP JURY BT US. 
DEPUTY MARS H ALS 

During the 7-week period that the Jury 
was "locked up” in the Read House In Chat¬ 
tanooga. Term.. U.S. marshals sought to In¬ 
fluence the Jury by engaging In activities of 
an Immoral and Illegal character. 

The following charges are supported by affi¬ 
davits of private citizens, ss well as informa¬ 
tion received from VS3. marshals who are 
willing to testify under subpena. but are 
denied the right to cooperate voluntarily by 
directives from the Attorney General's Office 
In Washington, D.C. 

A. Gifts to the fury: Dorothy Vaughn 
affidavit 

1. On February 21, 1984, affiant observed 
DS. Deputy Marshal wrap 18 gifts for the 
Jury and 4 alternates, which were picked 
up and delivered to the Jury by another mar¬ 
shal. 

B. Serving of liquor to the Jury and other 
alleged acts of Irregular conduct by the 
marshals: 

1. Liquor was purchased In large quanti¬ 
ties by the marshals, paid for out of Govern¬ 
ment funds and was served to members of 
the Jury, to marshals and “girl friends,” 
“call girls.” and others over a period of sev¬ 
eral weeks while the Jury was locked up on 
the 10th Boor of the Read House. 

2. Supporting statements: 

a. Two deputy marshals are available to 
testify to the serving of liquor to the Jurors, 
to wild parties, and to immoral behavior by a 
female marshal who was on duty to guard 
the Jury. These statements can be secured 
only through the use of the subpena power 
as these marshals are presently restrained by 
orders of the Attorney General. 

b. Affidavit of Troyoe Dean. The affiant 
testified that she was the guest of Marshal 
Reldy at 2:30 am. In the morning of March 

3. 1964, on the 10th floor of the Read House 
where -the Jury was locked up. Her testi¬ 
mony. beginning on page 14. relates the 
drinking of Jurors and the presence of "call 
girls” as well as the lewd and vulgar conduct 
of her escort. 03. Marshal Reldy. which In¬ 
cluded appearing In public wearing women's 
panties and a bra In the course of this party. 
She also testified to the “happy hour room." 
where the Jurors would relax and drink every 
night. 

c. Four bellhops, employed by the Read 
House, signed affidavits to the effect that they 
either delivered or observed delivery of liquor 
to the 10th floor of the Read House; they 
observed the Jury "having a gay time" and 
recall delivering Ice and setups on numer¬ 
ous occasions. For example, affiant Virgil 
Culpepper states: “I know there wbs con¬ 
siderable whisky taken up by the waiter 
on the service elevate*. I -remember some 

Plpeman's gin. martini mixes, and diff erent 
kinds of whisky that went to the 10 th floor." 

C. Intoxication of marshals and/or Jurors: 

1. Affidavit of Seymour Ball. "On several 

occasions, I have seen persons that were In¬ 
toxicated going up to the 10th floor accom¬ 
panied by a person I thought to be a 
ma 

D. Immoral activity—prostitutes and call 
girls: 

1. Affidavit of Ezell Ervons. “I remember 
on one occasion, I received a call from a 


marshal and he wanted me to get a girl for 
him. I Anally called a girl and got him a 
room on the third floor. This was room 362 
and was a samplcroom. I let the marshal 
and the girl use the room. They stayed there 
about 30 minutes." 

2. Affidavit of Troyoe Dean, Referring to 
the all-night party with the marshals and 
Jurors on the 10th floor of the Read House, 
affiant states: “I do know that sometime 
during the night there were two call-girls 
that were—one of the marshals sent down¬ 
stairs—that came up." She further states: 
"Mr. Reldy (one of the marshals) was com¬ 
ing down In a woman's pair of panties and a 
bra—nothing else on except the two gar- 
zneott. • • • After the display of him com* 
lng down the hall with the undergarments 
on that he had, I told him I thought the 
party had been carried Just about far enough 
for me; that I would like to go home.” 

E. The Jury was taken on January 31, 
1964, to the Arnold engineering development 
project which Is located In Tullahoma, Term., 
about 85 miles outside of the Jurisdiction of 
the court on a special Sunday tour with a 
prominent industrialist. (See Bufallno affi¬ 
davit.) 

F. Intimidation of witnesses by Govern¬ 
ment and private agents and threats of bodily 
harm and economic reprisals: 

1. US. marshals are under Instructions 
from the Attorney General not to talk to 
anyone regarding the Hoff a case with threat 
of discharge for any Infraction of these In¬ 
structions. 

2. Four Negro bellhops, who signed affi¬ 
davits. were fired from their Jobe at the Read 
House within hours of their statements being 
filed with the courts. 

3. Troyco Dean, who signed the afore¬ 
mentioned affidavits, received four telephone 
calls threatening her and her children with 
bodily harm If she signed any affidavits re¬ 
vealing any truth.

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ant. He was involved in a shooting in Louisiana. Two union 
members who complained about Partin were beaten and one was 
killed when a truck load of sand fell on him. Partin was indicted 
on June 27, 1962 for thirteen counts of falsifying union records 
and thirteen counts of embezzlement . On September 26, 1962 
he was again indicted for first degree manslaughter and leaving 
the scene of an accident. He had struck a car with three Air 
Force men in it, killing one of them. Partin is also under in¬ 
dictment for kidnapping. Partin has a history of having trained 
militia for Castro in Cuba. This, the government's star witness, 
was also found to have been paid $1,500. 00 through an intermedi¬ 
ary. 

If this is the kind of "justice" we can expect from the De¬ 
partment of Justice with Bobby Kennedy at the helm, we suggest 
the name be changed to the Department of Injustice. What hap¬ 
pened to Hoffa at the Chattanooga trial could happen to anyone 
provided Bobby Kennedy decides to "get" them. Affadavits have 
been made that the jury in the Hoffa trial was supplied with large 
quantities of liquor, was given gifts and even provided with call 
girls, all paid for by the Department of Justice with taxpayers' 
funds. And this at a trial where the defendant was accused of 
"tampering with a jury. " It would seem to make a difference as 
to who does the tampering. Such are Bobby Kennedy's methods 
of "justice." 
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The Allen-Scott Report during April 1964 revealed the 
widespread practice of telephone tapping and indicated that the 
telephones of Senators, Congressmen, government employees 
and civilians were being tapped by a private detective agency 
which has seven offices in the United States and has contracts to 
do work for government departments. What was not brought out 
at the time was that the largest user of this service is the De¬ 
partment of Justice under the orders of Bobby Kennedy. The 
telephones tapped are not those of Communists, criminals or 
spies but anti-Communists and others who disagree with the poli¬ 
cies of Bobby Kennedy . 






The ruthlessness of this man, his utter disregard for the 
rights of others(in spite of his political pose as a champion of 
"civil rights") is frightening. He does not hesitate to try to em¬ 
barrass and even disgrace the President of the United States with 
the idea of promoting himself. He feels that he has evidence of 
alleged questionable financial transactions on the part of Mr.

But Bobby has a playful side and it in this side that we are 
really interested.

One party Marilyn attended at the Lawfords at which the 
Attorney General was present was of sufficient interest for her to 
have spent $170.00 for a special hairdo and make-up. Stories 
made the rounds that Bobby interceded with 20th Century Fox on 
Marilyn's behalf when she was dropped, since she sent a personal 
telegram to him at McLean, Virginia, as soon as her contract had 
been cancelled by 20th Century Fox. There were a number of 
telephone calls made as shown by Marilyn's telephone company re¬ 
cords of person to person calls to Robert Kennedy. The calls were 
made both to the Department of Justice in Washington, D. C. and to 
the St. Francis Hotel in San Francisco, California. 

When in Beverly Hills Bobby Kennedy stayed at the Beverly 
Hills Hotel and one of his visits is an interesting one. On July 26, 
1962 and July 27, 1962 he stayed in Room No. 227 and had the 
charges for room, meals and telephone calls billed to the National 
Insurance Association, 2400 South Michigan Avenue, Chicago 16, 
Illinois, for the attention of Charles Davis. Inquiry discloses that 
the National Insurance Association of that address was originally 
known as the National Negro Association, made up of some indivi¬ 
duals who have connections with small negro insurance companies 

in the South, and that the Executive Director is Charles Davis.

The official verdict in the death of Marilyn Monroe was 
that she died by her own hand either deliberately or accidentally. 
No effort was ever made to check further into the conflicting 
reports and stories told by witnesses. In fact the two most im¬ 
portant witnesses departed immediately after the funeral for 
parts unknown. The cause of death was determined by the phy¬ 
sician who performed the autopsy to be "acute barbiturate poi¬ 
soning due to ingestion of overdose." But no residue was found in 
in her body to indicate that this overdose had been taken orally. 

The lividity of the body would mean that the body had been turned 
over before the police were called. What must we think when so 
many stories do not "add up?" We must think that there is a 
distinct possibility that the death was not what it was made to 
seem - an accident or suicide - but murder, and that the people 
whose stories or actions were strange were involved. 

"Newsweek" magazine of July 2, 1963, pages 102 and 103, 
contains a story concerning a book called "Norma Jean Baker - 
A Venture Into Mythology." The author is Ezra Goodman, and 
the story concerned itself with his inability to find a publisher 
for his book, even though he had received a $5,000. 00 advance 
on it from MacMillan. According to the article, the 356-page 
manuscript was rejected by fourteen publishers, and turned 
down by Esquire. MacMillan suggested radical revision, Simon 
and Shuster said that in its present form it was "dangerous. " : 

Little Brown, Dial, Bobbs-Merrill, Lippincott, Grove and 
McGraw-Hill sent it back to Goodman's agent. Goodman was 
quoted as saying, "I think people have a fear of reality. This 
is a sort of factual 'Day of the Locust, ' but people don't want 
that. They want myth - or at least editors think people do. " 

According to the "Newsweek"article, Goodman had un¬ 
earthed information about Marilyn's dabbling with Lesbianism 
toward the end of her life and suggested a good deal by innuendo 
about various sexual relationships with studio executives in the 
early part of her career and involvements in her later life that 
reached up to the national Administration. Goodman admitted 
that the truth is very difficult to pin down and says in a foreword, 
"I met a good many people who I would much rather never have 
met. Many of them were on the make and take. Few of themtold 
anything approximating the factual truth. Even fewer of them were 
civil. Marilyn Monroe knew many such people. . . nasty,. mean, 
rotten little people. And nasty, mean, rotten big people, too." 

The truth, as Mr. Goodman sadly admits, is hard to pin 
down and so, since sex affairs are not generally carried on in 
Macy's window especially when they "reach up to the national 
Administration, " we must speculate and draw our own conclusions 
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from documented facts, hushed rumors, and strange actions. 

What the public was supposed to believe when Marilyn 
Monroe died was that she was despondent, having lost her job 
and being in financial straits, and a bit unbalanced, having been 
under the care of a psychiatrist, and therefore took an overdose 
of sleeping pills and that her death occurred later than it really did. 

What the facts show is that Marilyn was not despondent, 
was well off financially, was going back to work on the picture 
from which she was dropped and had other attractive offers as 
well. She had no reason to do away with herself deliberately 
and was not under the influence of alcohol which might have caus¬ 
ed her to do it accidentally. 
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Whose statements after the death did not ring true or were 
contradictory? The psychiatrist said he visited Marilyn at 5:15 on 
Saturday afternoon to put her to sleep. Pat Newcomb said she was 
with Marilyn until 6:30 on that same afternoon and they were sun¬ 
bathing and looking over film scripts. Mrs. Murray was quoted 
in one report as having called Dr. Greenson first and in another as 
having called Dr. Engelberg first. She was quoted as saying she 
was alarmed to find Marilyn's door locked when Marilyn always 
kept her door locked. Peter Lawford said he called Marilyn to 
invite her to a dinner party which never happened and ended up 
with one odd guest in his home. Seven o'clock the same evening 
is not the usual time to invite a guest to a dinner party. The Coro¬ 
ner stated for publication that the toxicologist found a lethal dose 
of Nembutal and an equally lethal dose of Chloral Hydrate in Mari¬ 
lyn's body but the toxicologist's report did not confirm this. The 
doctors who went to Marilyn's home after her death stated they 
delayed calling the police because they were "talking. " 



Whose actions were strange? Mrs. Murray who obtained 
her job with Marilyn through Dr. Greenson although this was not 
her profession disappeared for a couple of days after the death 
and could not be located by newsmen for interviews. She later 
came into a bit of money and took an extended European vacation 
thereby making herself unavailable for questioning. Pat Newcomb 
was whisked to Hyannisport and thence to Europe, also for an ex¬ 
tended vacation and also making herself unavailable for question¬ 
ing. Upon her return she was placed on the government payroll. 
The action of Marilyn's psychiatrist and doctor before her death 
were strange, with one prescribing drugs when the other was sup¬ 
posedly trying to get her off the use of them. Dr. Engelberg's 
action was strange when he gave the time of death as 3:40 A.M. al¬ 
though it had obviously occurred much earlier since, according to 
the police report, rigor mortis had set in.

The verdict 


If Marilyn's death were really murder dressed up to 
look like an accident or suicide who would have wanted her 
out of the way? The most likely one would be an ambitious 
man, already important but wanting to become more impor¬ 
tant and knowing that a serious scandal might ruin his chances 
for the biggest job of all. Would he take a gun and shoot her 
or personally involve himself in the dirty work? No, he would 
be devious as always and utilize the forces best qualified for 
the job - the Communist Conspiracy which is expert in the 
scientific elimination of its enemies. Marilyn, already sur¬ 
rounded by doubtful people, was easy game. 

She knew that all was not well and was fearful of her 
life. Joe DiMaggio, alarmed and worried about Marilyn, gave 
up his high-salaried job to be near her, according to newspaper 
reports. He obviously knew she needed help but did not get to 
her side in time to save her life. Marilyn, having sustained an 
injury to her nose, thought it serious enough to have had it 
exrayed by Drs. Conti and Steinberg of 416 North Bedford Dr. , 
Beverly Hills to see if there were any broken bones on June-7, 
1962. On July 17, 1962 Austin A. Innis of 6916 North Figueroa 
Street, Los Angeles was paid a sum of money by Marilyn for 
repairs he made to locks at her residence on July 14, 1962. 
Marilyn had some documents which were so important to her 
that she had a locksmith change the lock on the file cabinet in 
which they were kept a short time before her death. After 
her death it was necessary to call the same locksmith to open 
this cabinet,which was located in a cottage on her property,as 
she had carefully secreted the keys. After .Marilyn's death, a 
locksmith was again called to repair locks. 


' ^ 

There seems to have been a great deal of lock-changing 
and lock-breaking and lock-repairing going on. According to 
the witnesses questioned after Marilyn's death, no locks were 
broken. Her bedroom door was locked so entrance was gained 
to her room by going outside, breaking a pane of glass in a French 
window and reaching in to turn the handle to open the door. But 


the A-l Lock and Safe Company, through Mr. Halovaty of 3114 
Wilshire Boulevard, Santa Monica filed a bill with the estate for 
payment for repairs they made to locks which were broken after j 
the death of Marilyn Monroe. Supposedly there would be no need ' 
to break any locks since the housekeeper was present to open 
doors for anyone desiring her to do so. Were the locks broken 
by the three persons who reportedly entered her home on the eve¬ 
ning of August 4th? Were they searching for certain incriminating 
documents? These men, one of whom is reported to be a lawyer, 
supposedly turned over Marilyn's body to make sure she was 
dead which would account for the iividity noted on her body. 
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Setting the time of Marilyn's death at a much later hour than 
that at which it actually occurred would cover up the activities 
of these men. 

Since Marilyn died of an overdose of barbiturates, traces 
of which were found only in her blood, it would seem that the 
drugs must have been injected rather than taken orally. Either 
that or her body had been thoroughly pumped out to remove the 
traces of what killed her. This would seem to require the ser¬ 
vices of a doctor. One of her doctors was an identified Com¬ 
munist and Communists are trained to obey orders, even orders 
to kill. Communists eliminate their enemies and the enemies of 
friends in high places. 




That the Attorney General of the United.States is their 
friend must be deduced from his failure to proceed against the 
Communist leaders who have been under indictment since the 
Supreme Court decision requiring them to register. "Human 
Events" of April 7, 1962 on page 239 reported that Senator John

This opinion is not shared by F. B.I. Director J. Edgar Hoover

'lunists. Mr. Hoover has repeatedly warned of the danger to 
[ our country from this source. Bobby Kennedy is also reported 
to be responsible for the shipping off to England of a Soviet de¬ 
fector who came to the United States seeking sanctuary and de- 
Lng to give information on Soviet agents and collaborators.

Did the trouble begin when Marilyn realized that her V. I. P. 
had no intention of getting a divorce and marrying her ? Did she in¬ 
sist he fulfill his promises to her or face her making public their re¬ 
lationship? Neither ofthese alternatives would ap peal to Mr .V. I. P. 
Since Marilyn could destroy him either by talking or with written 
evidence, did he decide to take drastic action? 

Book publishers and newspaper owners have been reluc¬ 
tant to print this story although it is known to many. Their fail¬ 
ure has not been due to fear of libel since many deal with this 
problem almost daily. What they do not like to admit is fear of 
anti-trust suits, Internal Revenue examinations and other forms 
of official harrassment. The mere mention of Mr. V. I. P. seems 
to put fear into the hearts of too many people. With his personal 
Gestapo he does not hesitate to persecute those who incur his 
displeasure. General Walker has tasted this treatment as has 
Jimmy Hoffa. 

Newspapermen such as Walter Winchell have made refer¬ 
ence to the significance of the Strange Death of Marilyn Monroe. 
Under date of May 25, 1964 Walter Winchell printed in his col¬ 
umn the following: :§ 

"Hollywood, California - Mr. W. W. 

Please save this girl's life! She is 23, a sensitive blonde, now 
in Beverly Hills. She's been terrorized for months by the same 
person who caused Marilyn Monroe's death. The law has not 
given her the help she needs so very, very badly! ! ! You can 
check this with F. B. I. Special Agent in Charge, Mr. Grapp in 

L. A. This girl attends Good Shepherd Church. Her initials are 

M. J. " 

The individual referred to was identified in a later column by Mr. 
Winchell as Marilyn Johnson, whom he asked to get in touch with 
him. 

The circumstances surrounding the death of Marilyn Mon¬ 
roe are extremely suspicious and the events following her death 
are also suspicious. They reek of intrigue, pay-offs and official 
disinterest in trying to find the truth. Have things gotten so bad 
in the United States that a possible murder will go uninvestigated 
because pressure is brought to bear or someone important may 
be involved? Is everyone really equal before the law or have some 
people gotten so powerful that they are above the law?

That same year he was arrested by the Bureau for 
accepting a bribe. He pleaded guilty, was given a suspended 
sentence, fined$2,000 and placed on probation. 


The general theme of The Herald of Freedom" is extremely 
anticommunist. Capell does not hesitate to praise himself as a 
communist expert.

Coplon and Grubitchev were arrested March 4, 

1949 at 15th Street and Third Avenue, New York, 
N. Y. On March 10, 1949 they were indicted by 
a Federal Grand Jury in New York, charged 
with conspiracy for the purpose of espionage. 
Another count charged Judy with illegally ob¬ 
taining vital U. S. information. On March 22, 
1949 they were again indicted by a Federal 
Grand Jury in Washington, D. C. on a charge 
of espionage, with a count against Judy for 
unlawfully removing extracts from records. 

The first trial began in Washington D. C.on 
April 25, 1949, before U. S. District Court 
Judge Albert L. Reeves. The Foreman ofthe 
Jury was Andrew H. Norford, age 34, a Tele¬ 
phone Company employee. Judy's widowed 
mother, Mrs. Rebecca Coplon, age 65, who 
lived at 178 Ocean Pkwy. , Brooklyn, stayed 
with Judy all throughboth trials and was visibly 
shaken by the disclosures. The Washington 
trial ended in a conviction and on June 30, 1949, 
Judith Coplon was sentenced to three and one- 
halfto tenyears to be served at the U. S. Wo¬ 
men 1 s Reformatory at Alderson, W. Va. The 
jury had deliberated for twenty-six hours and 
fifty-eight minutes, most of the time being in¬ 
volved in the deliberation of one juror who was 
not certain. Judy's lawyer, Archibald Palmer 
of New York, was fined a total of two-hundred 
dollars for several instances of contempt of 
court. 

The second trial in New York City ended 
with a conviction also and on March 9, 1950, 
Judy was sentenced to serve fifteen years in 
prison. Both convictions were set aside on 
technical grounds and a Federal. Judge ofthe 
U. S. Court of Appeals stated: "the guilt of 
Judith Coplon was plain." The case was ad¬ 
journed for several years and finally the in¬ 
dictments were dismissed with the approval 
of the United States Department of Justice.

Among the many digests and writings Judy 
Coplon had for transmittal to Grubitchev were 
extracts from FBI reports. Some of these were 
used at the trial and the screams of denial could 
almost be heard from coast to coast. In the 
light of present day knowledge made possible 
through the hearings held by the House Commit¬ 
tee on Un-American Activities and the Senate 
Internal Security Sub-Committee, we can evalu¬ 
ate how accurate the FBI was in these memos. 

We also can understand the current attacks be¬ 
ing leveled against these Congressional Commit¬ 
tees to keep further proof of communist activi¬ 
ties from reaching the American people. 

A digest of an FBI report among those in the 
possession of Judy Coplon at the time of her 
arrest stated, "On July 18, 1947 confidential in¬ 
formant ND 402 advised SAS (special agents) 
William J. McCarthy and Daniel F. Garde that 
Lionel Berman, head of the cultural committee 
ofthe Communist party, has been successful in 
using well known Hollywood personalities to fur¬ 
ther Communist party aims. The informant fur¬ 
ther advised that he is satisfied the subject (Fred¬ 
eric March), who is active in the Communist in¬ 
filtration of the motion picture industry, is a 
Communist party member along with Edward G.

Frederic March and wife called the charges 
against them "absurd" but a check of the re¬ 
cords of the H. C. U. A. reports and the Cali¬ 
fornia Senate Hearings reveals their many 
communist-front activities. They were on 
good terms with the late President Kennedy 
and his wife, being their guests at the White 
House. After Kennedy's assassination, they 
were accorded the honor of reading poems at 
the memorial to the late President atthe Demo¬ 
cratic National Convention in Atlantic City, N. J. 
in August, 1964. 

Consideringthe thousands of persons who have 
engaged in espionage in this country, including 
American communists as well as Soviets operat¬ 
ing from the safety of the United Nations and dip¬ 
lomatic posts, when we consider the few who have 
ever been jailed, one must come to the conclus¬ 
ion that espionage for the Soviets is no longer 
a hazardous occupation.

ted States, his contacts, visits to see individuals 
in the State Department, etc. are not revealed, 
even to the Senate Internal Security Sub-commit¬ 
tee. There was a news item, however, which 
disclosed that when Soviet spy Wennerstroem 
completed his assignment in the United States 
he was presented with a medal on the recom¬ 
mendation of the State Department. 

The one court the Conspiracy fears is the 
court of public opinion. Thus anti-communists 
who bring the truth to the American people are 
under constant attack. When Americans become 
aware of the perils which face our country there 
will be less possibility of the Conspiracy cap¬ 
turing the minds of more Judith Coplons in spite 
of the advantages given her by decent parents in 
a free America. We agree with Isaac Don Levine 
who wrote in 1949, "The dark and tortuous road 
which leads from Barnard and from many other 
colleges to the Red Army is urgently in need of 
expert illumination and correction. " How many 
other Judy Coplons are there in Washington ? If 
espionage is not being prosecuted and security 
risks are being covered up, against whom are 
the tapped telephones and the recording devices 
acquiring evidence?

Page 14 of the book is devoted to the publication of a "F.B.I. 
report dated November 25, 1945...,'* relating to the Silvermaster case. This, 
while originally a part of Bureau files, is now public source data and 
appears on pages two and three of the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee 
report of 7-20-53 on **Interlocking Subversion in Government Departments." 



For no apparent reason, Capell in his treatment of Adam Yarmolinsky 
Special Assistant to the Secretary of Defense, sets out in full (page 156) 
a letter from the Director dated 9-11-63 to Capell in which the Director 
pointed out there was no truth to the rumor concerning a choice for his 
successor. Capell had asked if Yarmolinsky was to become the FBI Director. 


Capell on page 166 quotes three of the Director's statements made 
in 1960 pertaining to the dangers of communism. 

On page 167 there appears a very brief biography of Capell in 
which it is pointed out that while assigned as Chief Investigator, 

Westchester County, New York, Sheriff's Office, he supervised the investi¬ 
gation of over 5,000 individuals and organizations "on behalf of the F.B.I. 
in most cases." This is most questionable; however. Bureau files do contain 
a letter from the Westchester County Sheriff dated 12-31-41 in which the 
sheriff points out that Capell was employed by him for four years and that 
"his cooperation with the Federal Bureau of Investigation, the U.S‘. Army 
Intelligence, the Office of Naval Intelligence and other government 
departments, in the investigation of over 5,000 persons in Westchester 
County merits exceptional commendation." 

BUREAU INVESTIGATION OF CAPELL: 

-During recent months' from information published in Capell's 

newsletter and data he furnished our New York Office, it appeared that 
Capell had a source in Government who was furnishing him classified data. 

In order to dry up his source, we instructed New York on 4-22-65, after 
obtaining Attorney General authorization, to install a technical surveillance 
on Capell's residence. We are conducting no active investigation of him.

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SUBVERSIVE AND ILLEGAL ALIENS IN THE U.S. 


The number of illegal and subversive aliens 
.n the United States is not known to the Immi- 
»ration and Naturalization Service, nor to the 
Department of Justice. Based on known facts, 
i conservative estimate would be several mil- 
.ion. 

In Progress Report #2 of the Senate Internal 
Security Sub-committee entitled, "Subversive 
ind Illegal Aliens in the U. S. , " issued in 1951, 

It is stated that, as a result of hearings held in 
Washington, D. C. , and New York City, the tes¬ 
timony showed that there were at that time an 
estimated quarter of a million illegal aliens in 
:he area of New York City alone. The report 
3tated further that, "There is a tremendous and 
progressively increasing number of cases of il¬ 
legal aliens in the United States including stow¬ 
aways, deserting seamen and smuggled aliens. 
These cases include militant Communists and a 
number of members of the criminal gang of the 
notorious Sicilian bandit chief Salvatore Giuliano." 
The testimony showed that apprehension of il¬ 
legal entries on the Mexican border numbered 
over a half a million a year.

from within" should take these facts into consi¬ 
deration, since there are more illegal aliens in 
the United States than there are men in our 
armed forces. The Immigration and Naturali¬ 
zation Service, which is under the jurisdiction 
of the Attorney General, is made up mainly of 
dedicated Americans. They are, however, under¬ 
manned, hamstrung and forced to follow the po¬ 
licies of the Department of Justice and the State 
Department, both of which seem determined not 
to clean up this situation. The hearings of the 
Committee referred to previously showed that 
in 1948 an accumulated backlog of over 50, 000 
cases of illegal aliens in New York City alone 
was closed out without any proper investigation 
on orders of the officials of the Department of 
Justice. 

In addition to the "illegal" aliens coming in 
who are subject to arrest and deportation, we 
have those admitted as so-called "refugees. " 


The Intergovernmental Committee for European 
Migration was established as a result of a con¬ 
ference held at Brussels, Belgium, in 1951. It 
was formed to achieve cooperation among mem¬ 
ber governments to solve problems of refugees 
and surplus populations in Europe. Escapees 
from Communist countries presented the most 
pressing problem. 

In 1955 the Senate Internal Security Sub-com¬ 
mittee issued a report based on hearings entitled, 
"Security Screening of Refugees. " Testimony 
of Col. William F. Heimlich, Chief of U. S. 
Army Intelligence in Germany showed "that 
of persons who came to West Germany as al¬ 
leged refugees between 30 and 40 percent were 
sleepers or Red agents awaiting calls to action 
or migration to the United States." The hear¬ 
ings showed that twelve hundred persons (dis- , 
placed), after arrival, were subject to war- - 
rants for arrest for deportation, for fraud, cri¬ 
minal or subversive activities. The testimony 
showed that David Hoyt, Chief Security Officer 
of the Intergovernmental Committee for Euro¬ 
pean Migration, had already testified that the

in protest. The testimony showed that former 
Ambassador Arthur Bliss Lane(author of "I 
Saw Poland Betrayed") left his assignment as 
Director of the Intergovernmental Committee 
for European Migration because of lax security. 

This situation has not improved. In a report 
of a House Judiciary Sub-committee, Report 
#1034, 88th Congress, 1st Session, 1963, we 
read the following: "Among the questionable a 
activities carried on by the I. C. E. M. requiring 
a substantial financial outlay of intergovern¬ 
mental funds, the following are involved (1) re¬ 
taining a private organization described as non¬ 
profit and headquartered in Washington, D. C. , 
(2) retaining a legal firm likewise located in 
Washington, D. C. , (3)retaining a public re¬ 
lations firm located in New York City. " 

The first organization referred to is the In¬ 
ternational Development Services, Inc. which 
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collected over one million dollars over a period 
of time for allegedly doing work which should 
have been done by the paid staff of I. C. E. M. On 
the Board of Trustees of this organization has 
been listed the notorious security risk, Harlan 
Cleveland of the State Department. 

The law firm referred to in item (2) above is 
also doing work which the American taxpayers 
are paying the staff of I. C. E. M. to do. The sum 
collected by this law firm for this work amounts 
to over a million dollars also. The name of the 
law firm was Landis, Cohen, Rubin and Schwartz 
of Washington, D. C. The Schwartz in the firm 
was Abba P. Schwartz who became Administra¬ 
tor of the Bureau of Security and Consular Af¬ 
fairs of the Department of State and who is also 
a serious security risk. When Schwartz went 
into the State Department, his law firm became 
known as Landis, Cohen and Singman and contin¬ 
ued to do work for I. C. E. M. Julian Singman re¬ 
placed his "close" friend Abba Schwartz as a 
member of this firm after resigning from the 
Department of Commerce, while being consid¬ 
ered for a promotion, after investigation dis¬ 
closed his involvement in homosexual matters. 

The public relations firm referred in item (3) 
above is Vernon Pope Company of New York City, 
which was retained as a "consultant" and which 
was paid substantial fees and expenses. Vernon 
Pope is a former employee of " Look" magazine. 
One of his employees is an "intimate friend" of 
Abba Schwartz. 

Abba Schwartz will be remembered for his 
questionable activites in connection with presi¬ 
dential assassin Lee Harvey Oswald. Schwartz 
recently made a trip to HongKong to work out de¬ 
tails ror permitting a large group of so-called 
"Russian refugees", now in HongKong, to come 
to the United States. A sum of twenty-five mil¬ 
lion dollars of U. S. funds was transferred to 
HongKong banks. These alleged "refugees," 
over ten thousand of them, supposedly fled from 
Manchuria, travelling thousands of miles through 
Communist held territory to HongKong. After 
this amazing feat, they were given exit visa per¬ 
mits to leave by the Red Chinese Government. 

Several countries in South America permitted 
a number of this type of "refugees" to settle, al¬ 
so using U. S. funds. Among the countries in¬ 
volved were Brazil, Equador, Colombia and Mex¬ 
ico. The Allen-Scott Report stated a few months 
ago that the South American countries which al¬ 
lowed these "refugees" in had to expel or jail a 
number of them on grounds of espionage, violence 
and assisting members of local Communist Par¬ 
ties in attempts to overthrow the government. 


LIENS IN THE U . S . (cont. ) 

With the approval of the State Department and 
the Attorney General, a large number of refu¬ 
gees from Cuba came to the United States after 
the Bay of Pigs fiasco. Of this group, one-half 
were selected by U. S. officials and the other 
half by Fidel Castro's agents. Those selected 
by the Communist agents were for the most part 
not even Cubans, but from a number of different 
European (including Communist) countries. More 
recently Cubans have been coming into the Unitec 
States via Spain. The visa applications filled out 
at the U. S. Embassy frequently do not have all 
of the questions answered. Any Cuban going to 
Madrid may get a visa it seems, as long as he 
is in good health and "says he is anti-Castro." 

Living in theUnited States at present is a 
Spanish Communist who arrived here via Mexico 
Alvarez DelVayo was formerly the Foreign Min 
ister of the Spanish Communist Government. He 
and his associate Dr. Negrin, former head of 
the Spanish Communist Government, fled from 
Spain and settled in Mexico where they tried un¬ 
successfully to set up a Spanish Communist Gov 
ernment in Exile. Del Vayo is in the United 
States on a Mexican passport with the approval 
of the State Department and the Attorney General 
He resides as 405 East 63 Street, New York, N. 
Y. He formerly lived at 180 Sullivan Street in 
the Greenwich Village Section of New York City. 
He is allegedly employed by the "York Gazette", 
a small town left-wing, radical type newspaper 
published at York, Pennsylvania. Another em¬ 
ployee of this newspaper is William Worthy, a 
friend of Fidel Castro, who had his own pass¬ 
port problems, having visited Cuba illegally. 

Del Vayo, it is claimed, is a reporter covering 
the United Nations for the "York Gazette. " It 
was on this basis that the S tate Department jus¬ 
tified permitting this notorious Communist to 
live in the United States. 

Del Vayo reportedly makes trips to Commun¬ 
ist countries and made a tour of Red China a 
little over a year ago. While there he was an 
outspoken critic of the United States. Sometime 
ago he was a speaker for the Committee for a 
Democratic Spain. Following his talk, he was 
quoted on Radio Moscow as having stated that 
the U.S. maintains military bases in Spain whicl 
are of no value other than to keep General Frano 
in power. 

The Communist Conspiracy uses many dif¬ 
ferent ways to bring its people into the United 
States. Some are smuggled across the borders 
from Canada and Mexico. Others simply jump 
ship when their vessel is in port. There is an 
international Communist organization exposed 
during the Dies Committee Hearings but little 
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heard of today. This organization is called 
the "Brotherhood of the Sea" and was original¬ 
ly formed at Havana, Cuba, in the 1930's. It 
operated as a front to combine in membership 
the Merchant Marine Communist Party mem¬ 
bers of the different Latin American countries. 
Within the organization have been secret liqui¬ 
dation units used for eliminating certain de¬ 
fectors. The organization has also been used 
extensively as espionage couriers. A large 
unit was contained within the National Maritime 
Union of the United States. In some cases mem¬ 
bers have been used to kidnap defectors and 
others in foreign ports. Its use for smuggling 
in illegal aliens is easily recognizable. 

Another method of getting in more important 
people secretly is in effect now. The Immigra¬ 
tion and Naturalization Service, being short han¬ 
ded, is unable to cope with some security prob¬ 
lems. At New York International Airports a 
visiting diplomat from a Communist or satel¬ 
lite country may have as many as twenty to for¬ 
ty persons gathered inside the restricted area 
to greet him on arrival. These individuals go 
through to the restricted areas by showing UN 
identification cards or diplomatic passports. 
When the group leaves it is found that the pas¬ 
senger list is short by two or three persons 
who have passed through using an extra set of 
credentials provided for them. They leave as 
though they had been part of the greeting group. 
One source advises that in a high percentage of 
cases at Kennedy (formerly Idlewild) Interna¬ 
tional Airport in New York, the airline mani¬ 
fest does not agree with the immigration offi¬ 
cers' actual count. 

More important alien Communists endeavor 
to obtain a legal status, either through a diplo¬ 
matic cover, a newspaper reporter cover, or 
through a change in status. Communists are 
not allowed to come to the United States without 
a waiver which is recommended by the State De - 
partment and approved by the Attorney General. 
Bobby Kennedy gave waivers to over four thou¬ 
sand immigrants in one year. Frequently when 
the Immigration Service is taking action toward 
a deportation, the individual is "rescued" through 
the use of a private bill put through Congress. 
Many Congressmen legitimately sponsor private 
bills in immigration cases, due to family hard¬ 
ship cases involving relatives of U. S. citizens. 
Some of these private bills, however, are not 
so legitimate and there are monetary reasons 
involved. 

Another way to overcome deportation is to 
have the individual's status changed from visi¬ 
tor to permanent resident. A typical case of 


what can happen under our present State and 
Justice Departments is the case of Andres Mo- 
lostow, alias Andres Mendoza, alias Andres De 
La Fuente, etc. This individual's correct name 
is Andres Molostow, but he is in the United State 
under the fictitious name of Mendoza. He had 
been in the United States four times previously 
but had been forced to leave each time. Hislm 
migration and Naturalization Service file nuxnbt 
is A-6-497807 and it was originally opened in 
1947. 

Molostow has been reported as being a Com¬ 
munist who has allegedly worked in close coop¬ 
eration with Soviet Intelligence. He has already 
been forced out of four crountfies octaWc ofbis 
activities and background. In Mexico he entere< 
the country with a false identity. He had gotten 
two mature Mexican citizens to pose as his mo¬ 
ther and father in order to obtain Mexican citi¬ 
zenship. When the plot was exposed by the Mex 
ican Secret Police, Molostow was expelled. He 
is known to have been expelled from Guatemala 
and HongKong. In coming to the United States 
this time he used a temporary status, coming 
from Panama. 

During Molostow's career he has been report¬ 
ed as having handled assignments in Japan, 
Korea, VietNam and Europe. An attempt will 
be made, when his case is reopened, to claim that 
he has been a double agent who has given in¬ 
formation to the C. I. A. but this is untrue. In 
this, his latest attempt to penetrate the United 
States, Molostow settled down in New York and 
retained a lawyer, Mr. Victor Jacobs of the law 
firm of Galef and Jacobs, 22 East 40 Street, New 
York, N.Y., to file an application for a change 
of status from visitor to permanent resident. 

Molostow is extremely wealthy and is report¬ 
ed as being the president of three corporations. 
One of these is reported to be B. V. D. Interna¬ 
tional, a Panamanian corporation which con- . 
ducts B.V.D. Company, Inc., licensing arran¬ 
gements in Central and South America. He 
was reported as living at 80 Park Ave., New 
York, N. Y. in a large elegant apartment house 

with his wife, Tatiana. They have a non-pub-_ 

lished telephone number. 

A report has been received that Molostow 
paid the sum of one hundred thousand dollars 
(not to his lawyer) to have his status changed 
from visitor to permanent resident. The money 
is reported as having been paid through an in¬ 
termediary to two officials in Washington, D. C., 
one of whom is an elected official. All the de¬ 
tails in this case, including information not con¬ 
tained in this publication, have beep supplied to 
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two separate Congressioaal investigating com¬ 
mittees. The fact that this individual came into 
the country under a fictitious name is in itself 
sufficient reason for deportation. Molostrow 
has two relatives who have entered and remain¬ 
ed in the United States under circumstances 
worthy of vigorous investigation. Molostrow and 
his relatives and the millions of other illegal 
aliens in this country constitute an important 
part of the "threat from within. " 

In the Revolution in Bogota, Colombia,in 1948 
in which Fidel Castro was a participant and was 
arrested as an International Communist, it was 
discovered that a great many of the participants 
in the revolution were so-called "refugees" from 
Europe who had come to a new country "to start 
life over again. " At the time of the revolution 
in Cuba it developed that there were many thou¬ 
sands of hidden Communists, many aliens who 
participated and who were not known to the Cuban 
government as Communists. The number of 
Communists who have come to the United States 
from Cuba, Hungary, Germany, etc.as supposed 
"refugees" fleeing persecution is frightening to 
contemplate. These people are here legally on 
a permanent basis. But how many of the several 
million illegal aliens now in the United States 
await the "call to action"? 

And now, in spite of the fact that there are so 
many Americans unemployed, plans are under 
way in the Administration in Washington to al¬ 
low larger numbers of immigrants to enter the 
country each year. Bobby Kennedy says the 
proposed changes in the Immigration Laws 
will make them more "selective." Consider¬ 
ing the type person Bobby Kennedy and his co¬ 
horts would be expected to "select" we can't 
help but feel the "selections" will be more 
helpful to the world revolution than to the 
prosperity and security of the United States. 

Any changes in federal laws, interpretations 
of federal laws and enforcement of federal laws 
where there is national security involved and 
the rights and priveleges of known Communists 
are at stake, always seem to favor the Com¬ 
munists over the national security. 

The State Department, with the approval of 
the Attorney General, drew up on their own a 
new set of passport regulations which were 
placed in the Federal Register .Washington, D. C. 
Friday, Jan. 12,1962. Under the Subversive Ac¬ 
tivities Control Act of 1950, as amended (50 U. 

S. C. Sec. 786), a passport shall not be issued 
to, or renewed for any individual who the issuing 
officer knows, or has reason to believe is a mem¬ 
ber of a Communist organization registered or 


required to be registered under Section 7 of th< 
law referred to above. 

Under this law confidential information sup¬ 
plied by the intelligence agencies of our goveri 
ment as to Communist activities or member¬ 
ship was considered sufficient to come under the 
."has reason to believe"clause of the law. The 
new regulations provide that anyone refused a 
passport has the right to a hearing, to be able 
to confront witnesses, have them cross exami 
ed, be able to examine FBI and other intelli¬ 
gence reports, etc. Since the State Departme 
has no power of subpoena, witnesses could not 
be made to appear. The end result has been t 
give Communists carte blanche to U. S. pass¬ 
ports or divulge confidential information. 

In hearings held by the Senate Internal Se¬ 
curity Sub-Committee, May-June 1962, en¬ 
titled, "State Department Security, The New 
Passport Regulations," the deceit, double tall 
and devious reasoning of the State Department 
personnel makes fascinating reading. Illegal 
aliens, improper immigration, passport mis¬ 
use, failure to prosecute and lax security are 
part of the threat from within.
